| gical Operation; and tho! at this 
Time, almoſt every Surgeon is an Accouthzur, 
the Practice was, for many Years, with Reſpect 
to the more perilous Caſes, almoſt wholly con- 
fined to the Phyſician only, for, as the Surgeon 
was not looked upon as properly qualified to 
proceed farther than the manual Operation, the 
various Contingencies, that afterwards required 
the Aſſiſtance of Medicine, eſtabliſhed the Prac- 
tice in the Hands of the Phyſician. Hence it 
bas long been conſidered as an Art in itſelf, in- 
dependent of any other, and not included in the

The 
ſuperior, or large Pelvis, includes the broad ex- 
panded Part of the Hip Bones; but the little, 
or lower Pelvis, properly fo called, begins at 
the Ridge, or inferior Spine of thoſe Bones, 
and the upper Edge of the bony Arch in the 
Front of this lower Diviſion of the Body ; this 
is called in the Language of Midwifery, the 
Brim of the Pelvis. The Part below may, alſo 
be properly diſtinguiſhed, by the Terms Cowry 
and Aperture. . 


In the female Pelvis, are contained, the Or- 
zans of Genefation proper to the Sex, as the 
Fate, Uterus, Ovaria, and other Appendages, 
the Urinary Bladder, the Rectum, the Veſſels 
and Nerves of the Parts, the principal Blood 
Veſſels of the lower Extremities, ſome Portion 
of Muſcles, and a conſiderable Quantity of 
connecting cellular Membrane. 


The external Parts of Generation proper to 
Women, conſiſt of the Mons YVeneris, Clitteris, 
Nymphe, and Labia Pudendi. The Mons Ve- 
neris, is a little Prominence on the Pubes, co- 
vered with Hair, it is formed of a fatty Subſtance 
under the Skin. From this Part commence. the 
Labia Pudendi, which ſtretch down to within 
an inch or leſs of the Anus, at which Part is a 
Kind of Ligament, called the Fourchett, or Fre- 
xulum Labiorum, which bounds the lower Part 
of the Fofſa magna, as with a Bridle : the Part

Fat, and are in the Virgin State, generally 
thicker in the upper, than the inſerior Parts, 
Within'the upper Edges of the Labiae, lies the 
Clittoris, which is a ſmall ſpongy Body, with a 
Prepuce, bearing ſome Analogy to the male Pe- 
nis, from this ariſe the Nymphe, or Labia in- 
ternz, and juſt below the Clittoris, within the 
Bone, is the Exit of the Meatus Urinarius. In 
the Infant, and early Virgin State, there is a ſe- 
milunar Membrane, called the Hynen, expanded 
acrofs the lower Part of the Foſſa magna, which 
is, in the firſt Coition, or frequently ſooner, 
by very ttivial Accidents, deſtroyed, and forms 
little Tubercles, called Carunculz Mytiformes, 


The Fuſſa magna, in the Language of Mid- 
wifery, is called Os externum, in Contradiſtine- 
tion to the Orifice of the Womb itſelf, called 
Os Tinte, or Os Uteri internum. * 


The internal Parts, are the Vagina, Uterus, 
Ovaria, and Fallypian Tubes. The Vagina runs 
inwards and upwards, from the Os externu to 
the Os internum, lying immediately under the 
Bladder, arid upon the Refwm. The Uterus, 
in an unimpregoated State, is no bigger than a 
ſmall Pear, and ſomewhat of that Form; it 
conſiſts of two general Parts; the Cervex and 
Fundus. At the Fundus Uteri is a Cavity * 
big enough to contain a common Pea, (filled 
with a thin mucilaginous Fluid,) which com- 
municates with the Ovaria, by Means 'of the 
Fallpian Tubes. In the natural unimpregnated 
State, the Uterus lies in the Centre, or moſt 
concave Part of the Pelvis,  *' - 


In 
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In its united Form, the Pelvis may. be conk- - 
cred as a ſolid cylindrical Body, ſerving to de- 
zend the ſoſt Parts ſubſervient to Generation, 
and many others from external Injuries; to ſup- 
port the whole Weight of the animal Machine, 
and give a Firmneſs and Texture to that Fart 
of. the Body, which evidently requires the great- 
eſt Strength and Stability. Separately, it is com- 
poſed of three principal Bones, to wit, the two 
Offa Innominata, and the Sacrum. The Os Sa- 
crum has an Appendix, called Os Coccyx, and 
each Innominatum, tho' in the Adult State, it is 
but one ſolid, compact Subſtance, is, in the In- 
fant State, compoſed of three diſtinct Parts, the 
Illium, Iſchium, and Pubis, in which State alſo, 
he Os Sacrum is diviſible into five diſtin Bones, 
und the Coccyx into four Cartilages. 


The Os Illium is the ſuperior broad Bone, 
which forms the inferior lateral Part of the 44- 
lamen, and reaches about as far down, as a 
ranſverſe Section of one Third of the Acceta- 
»ulum, or Socket, that receives the Head of the 
Thigh Bone, which Socket is compounded of 
early equal Portions of the three Bones which 
:ompoſe the Os Innominatum. The external 
Jurface cf this Bone, is unequally convex, the 
internal concave, and both are, in ſome Places, 
ſtrongly marked wich the Origin and Inſertion 
of Muſcles; the Concavity is bounded below, 
by a ſharp Ridge, which runs from the Hind- 
part forwards, and being continued with a ſimi- 
lar Ridge of the Os Pulis, makes a Partition 
between the great and little Pekyzs, This is, 
ſtrictly ſpeaking, the Brim of the Pelvis, and 
Boundary of the Atd:men, |

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The Iſchium, is of a very irregular Form, and 
is che loweſt Portion that contributes to the 
Conſtruction of the Os. Inzamunatum... This 
Bone, may be ſubdivided into three Parts; the 
great Tubercſity, (by ſame called Os  Sedenta- 
rius,) and its two Crure.

The Os Pubis is the middle, anterior and in- 
ternal Part of the Os Innominatum. The thick, 
largeſt Portion of this Bone, is employed in form- 
ing the Accetabulum, from winzh, becoming 
much ſmaller, it is ſtretched inward to its Fel- 
low, on the other Side, where again it grows 
larger, and ſends a ſmall Branch downwards 
to join the ſmall Leg of the Iſchium. 


The internal Extremity of the Os Pubis, ia 
rough and unequal, which affords a firmer Ad- 
heſion for the thick ligamentous Cartilage, that 
forms its Symphifis, and unites it to its Fellow 
on the oppoſite Side. 5 | | 
_ 985 The 
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The Os Sacrum, which forms the Backpart 
of the Pelvis, is of an irregular triangular Form, 
broad above, rarrow below, convex without, 
and concave within. In young Subjects it is 
eaſily diviſible into five Bones, united by an in- 
tervening Cartilage of conſiderable Thickneſs. 


The Sacrum is connected to the lower Ver- 
tebra of the Loins, by Means of two oblique 
Proceſſes, and very ſtrong and firm Ligaments, 
which, with ſome others, communicate alſo, 
with thoſe that connect it with the Os Ilium. 


In viewing either Surface of the Sacrum, ſe- 
veral Holes. are to be ſeen near the Marks of 
Union, in the ſeparate Bones. T hro' the ante- 
rior, paſs ſome of the largeſt Nerves of the 
Body, and thro* the poſterior, notwithſtanding, 
they are covered by a ſtrong membranous Ex- 
panſwn, many nervous Filaments alſo are di- 
verg'd on the external Muſcles and Integuments. 
The Subſtance of the Sacrum is very ſpongy, 
and having no ſolid external Plates, it is lighter in 
Proportion, than any other Bone of the fame 
Bulk in the Body, but is ſecured from Injuries 
by the thick Muſcles that cover it behind, and 
1 the ſtrong ligamentous Membranes, that 
cloſely adhere to it. __ 

The Os Caccyx is a ſmall triangular Chain of 
Bones depending from the Sacrum : concaye 
within, cenyex without, each bone diminiſhing 
as it deſcends, till the laſt terminates almoſt in 
a Point. In People of a middle Age, it conſiſts 
of four Pieces, in Clildren, very near the whole 
of it is Cartilage, and in old People, they are 
«1 £5 N united, 
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ynited, and * become one Bone with 
the Sacrum.

X HRE E Circumſtances are to be 
T F remembered, and principally regarded 
| in the Conſideration of the Pelvis; 
& to wit, che Diameter of its Brim, 
F the Width, Depth, and Form of its 
Cavity, and the Diameter of its Aperture. We 
ſhould remember alſo, that to anſwer the Pur- 
poſes of Generation, the Pelvis of a Woman 
is, at the Brim, conſiderably wider than that of 
a Man; the, upper Part of the Illia, are more 
expanded,-to —— the Uterus, in the Time 
of Geſtation, the Sacrum is more concave, the 
Coccyx more flexible, and the a Pubes ſome- 
what larger and more hollowed. 


The Brim of a well-formed Peluss, exhibits 
an irregular Appearance, ſomewhat between 
2 Circle, an Oval, and a Triangle. Conſider- 
ing it as an Oval, the longeſt Axis runs from 
Side to Side; as a Triangle, the poſterior Part 
forms one Side, and the Os Pub:s conſtitutes the 
Angle or terminating Point of the other two 
Sides. But whether we conſider it as a Triangle, 
or an, Oval, we muſt not loſe Sight of the 
Manner in which its Diameter is affected by

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and the Width, from the lower Edge of the 
Pubes, to the Point of the Coccyx, when that

The Depth of the Pelvis, from the upper 
Edge of the Sacrum, to the Point of the Coccyx, 
in a ſtrait Line, is about five Inches, but will 
meaſure at leaſt an Inch more when the Point 
of the Coccyx is puſhed outwards and backwards 
by the Protruſion of the Child's Head. At the 
Sides from the Brim (towards the Forepart,) to 
the Bottom of the J/chia, the Depth is four 
Inches; the Depth of the Pubes, from the 
upper to the lower Edge, where they join, is 
but two Inches, fo that, in the Dimenſions of 
the Pelvis this Way, the Sides are twice, and 
the Back is three Times the Depth of the Fore- 
part.

The Shape of the Inſide or Cavity of the 
Pelvis, muſt be particularly attended to and re- 
membered, as well as the foregoing different Di- 
menſions. The Sacrum and Coccyx, being convex 
on the Outſide, exhibit within, a concave Ap- 
pearance, the Curve towards the lower End, 
being increaſed. From the upper Part of the 
Brim on each Side, eſpecially near the Front of 
the Pelvis, to the lower Edge of the 1/cbia, the 
Deſcent is perpendicular, and the Spaces be- 
tween the Sacrum and Sides of the & es are 
filled up by a Quantity of Veſſels, Nerves and 

Muſcular K ibres, ſupported and connected by - 
the Ligaments before mentioned, which, on the 
Preſſure of the Child's Head, in Labour, recede 
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with the Coccyx, and form externally, a round 
and uniform Fumour; ſo. that at theſe Times, 
the Sides and Backpart of the Baſin are form 
into an equal concave Shape, in Proportion 
to the Curviture of the Sacrum and Cocqyx. 
From the upper to the lower Part of the Pabes 
alſo, the Deſcent is perpendicular, or rather a 
lictle incliuing backwards. 


But theſe Figures and Proportions are diffe- 
rently varied in different Women; for in ſome 
Subjects the Pelvis is much diſtorted, which 
Deformities will always occaſion great Diffi - 
culty and Danger in the Time of Labour. 


The Intruſion of the lower Vertebræ of the 
Loins, and firſt of the Sacrum, Conſtitutes the 
more ſrequent Species of Diſtortion of the 
Pelvis, and is ſometimes ſo great, as to reduce

Sometimes the Coccyx is preſſed inwards to 
the Middle of the Cavity of the Palvis; this 
however, if its Articulation with the Sacrum is 
not offified, or become very rigid, is an Incon- 
venience, which may, by a little judicious Aſ- 
ſiſtance in the Time of Labour, be partly re-

The Vertebræ of the Sacrum are ſomo- 
times alſo, from Preſſure, while in a ſoft and 
yielding State, ſo increaſed and protruded in- 
wards, as in a Manner to ride one another, and 
almoſt reduce the Concavity of that Bone, to 
nearly a ftrait Line.

The earlier Miſeartiages are almoſt always 
preceeded by a conſiderable Effuſion of Blood, 
which will not be in Proportion to the Increaſe 
of the Fetus, or to the Bulk of the whole 
Appendages of the Gravidation, for it will fre- 
quently happen that the Diſcharge of Blood will 
be very great, and far exceed what may be 
at other Times produced, by a Pregnancy of 
greater Bulk, and more Maturity.

Diviſion of Labours. Poſition and 
Management of the Woman. 


XH E real Throes of Labour, are con- 
T M vulſive Spaſms, ariſing from a con- 
tracting Effort, of the elaſtic Fi- 
bres of the whole Subſtance of the 
U.terus, which being ſtretched, to 
its utmoſt Degree of Diſtenſion at the Fundus, 
the Neck and Os internum, which were before 
the ſtrongeſt, become now the weakeſt Part, 
and the Os uteri gradually gives Way. 


Thus the Nerves, and muſcular Fibres, and 
indeed the whole uterineSyſtem are ſpaſmodically 
affected, and being more irritable, and ſenſible 
about the Os internum, than any other Part, 
they excite an uneaſy Senſation, which pro- 
duces in the Woman, a Sort of Effort to pro- 
cure Eaſe; to this End ſhe fills her Lungs 
with Air, which gives a Preſſure to the Parts be- 
neath, and compreſſes her Womb, by contract- 
ing the Muſcles of the Abdomen; by theſe 
Means, the Pain is rather encreas'd than aba- 
ted, the Waters and Membranes, are pro- 
truded againſt the Os Uteri, which is thereby of 
Conſequence gradually open'd, | 

2 From 
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From the Nature of the Pain it occaſions, 
the Woman is not able to continue this Effort 
for any Time; the Muſcles loſe for a While, 
their Power of Contraction, and a Remiſſion of 
Pain enſues, till the diſtending Force from 
within, or the Elaſticity of the uterine Fibres 
without, again renews the Irritation and brings 
.on, from the Connection of Parts, Pains in the 
Back, Loins, Thighs, &c. during the Conti- 
nuance of every Pain, whether the Os internum 
is preſſed upon, by the protruding Waters or 
Head of the Child, (if the Waters are in ſmall 
Quantity or are prematurely evacuated, with 
little or no Pain, on the firſt Efforts of Nature 
to dilate it,) it appears to the Touch, to be 
much ſtretch'd, and very rigid; but on the Re- 
miſſion of the Pain, it again contracts itſelf 
a little, and ſeems more relaxed; but it very oſten 
requires a long Time, and many repeated Pains, 
to dilate it ſufficiently for the Operator's Aſſiſ- 
tance to be of any material Service to the Wo- 
man, eſpecially where the Waters do not 
aſſiſt the Dilatation. 74 5 


In this Manner, the Labour Pains, continue 

to remit and return periodically, growing ſtrong- 
er and more frequent, till the Os internum, is 
compleatly dilated, the Waters diſcharged, and 
the Uterus contracting, and aſſiſted by the 
Contraction alſo of the Muſcles of the Abdo- 
men, and common Integuments, the Child is 
forced along, and delivered. 


Thus ariſe, and thus procced, the true Pains; 
the ſpurious ones, which are frequently very 


troubleſome to Women in the laſt Weeks of 
2 Geſtation, 
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Geſtation, are party, accafioned, hy the fame 
Cauſes, but are more of 2 cholichy Natiire and 
& not produce, any Effect, on the Os internum. 


A gentle Anadyne will frequently however aſj̃ſt 


the Relaxation of the Os uteri and in ſome 
Meaſure, remove thoſe Pains ; it will be ſame- 
times neceſſary to bleed on this Occaſion, and 
to adminiſter a Gliſter, or gentle Purgative. 

Labours are divided, into three general Claſſes 
natural, labor ous, and præternatural: in what- 
ever Poſition the Head advances, it is always 
deem'd natural, when the Labour begins, at the 
Expiration of forty Weeks, ſrom the Fime of 
Conception ; it will be eaſy or laborious, in Pro- 
portion, as the Pains, are ſtrong, or languid, 
as the Head, is advantageouſly, or indirectly 
preſented; as the Parts, are foft, or rigid; or 
as the Pelvis, is well or ill form'd. 


A natural and eaſy Labour, requires no Aſſiſt- 
ance, but to lubricate the Parts, to guard the Peri- 
næum, to ſeparate the Funis, and to receive the 
Placenta. But a Labour render'd difficult or 
tedious, by the Largeneſs of the Child's Head; 

the wrong Poſition of it; the Straitneſs of the 
Pelvis; and various other Cauſes, to be explain- 
ed hereafter, is with great Propriety, deem'd 
laborious, and is often more perilous and ſevere, 
both to the Mother and Child, and more fa- 
tiguing and perplexing to the Operator, than 
thoſe properly called præternatutal, including 
all Births, that preſent in any other Poſture 


than the Head, to the Os internum.

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There is one Species of Labour hitherto _ 
diftinguithed which is neither ede 
or enen ; it is a Ki ee Laboug, 
is always perilous and laborious; I mean thoſe 
Births, where the Funis comes down with, 
or before the Head, and thoſe where the Pla- 
centa preſents with the Head allo to the Os 


uteri. 


It is needleſs to mention the 8 a) antri- 
vances, invented for the Accommodation of 
Women in Travail, or the different Poſitions, 
which- are. or. have. been in Uſe, in different 
Parts. The moſt eligible Method, is to lay 
the Woman in her Bed; on her leſt Side; 
her Knees up to her Chin; her Feet reſting 
againſt the Bed. poſt, - or the Breech of 
Aſſiſtant, her Shoulders à little raiſed, = 
her Head ſunk into her Boſom ; with a Clot 
tied to the Poſt or Laceing of the Bed, to hol; 
in her Hand, and enable her to make Purchaſe 
in the Time of her Pain. Proper diluting, and 
mild Cordial Drinks ſhould be given occaſion- 
ally, to recruit, and ſupport her Spirits; ſhe 
ſhould neyer be directed to ſtrain, till the Os 
Uteri is newly dilated ; and then, only in hs 
Time of Pain, to * Effort to ſtool. 
Rectum ſhould always be cleared, at the ko 

ining af Labour and the Contents of the 

ladder eyacuated, beſore it is. too far advan- 
ced; a ſufficient Quantity of Cloths, Plannellz 
&c. ſhould be laid under her, to ſpunge up the 
Diſcharges, and ſo diſpas'd, as co admit of 
folding oyer occaſionally. — of b eing r 
drawn 1 after Delivery.

N 4 the Child's Head, moſt commonly 
preſents to the Brim of the Pelvis, 
N with one Ear to the Pubes, and the 
other to the Sacrum; the Forehead to 
the left, and the Occiput to the right — As 
ſoon as the Occiput gets below the Edge of the 
Pubes, the Forehead turns into the Hollow 
of the Sacrum, and the hind Head, riſes, by a 
half Turn over and without the Pubes, as upon 
an Axis, and the Forehead, puſhing back the 
Coceyx, the Face deſcends along the Hollow 
of the Sacrum; the Perinæum is protruded be- 
fore the Head in Form of a large, round, and uni- 
form Tumor; but in ſome Caſes where the Pel- 
vis is capacious and the Head not too bulky, the 
Face will be turn'd into the Hollow of t 6 Sa- 
crum at the Commencement of Labour, and 
even before the Membranes are protruded or the 
Os uteri is much dilated.

When the Head is releaſed, the Infant is to 
be gently drawn forward, by placeing one 
Hand under the Chin, and the other under the 
Occiput; or if the Bulk of the Shoulders, ſhould

retard the Protruſion, the ſore Finger of the 
right Hand, may be pas d up within the Pubes, 
to the Axilla, and a Purchaſe made that Way,

It will ometimes happen, If the Inſant be 
ſmall, and the Pains very Rrong, that the 
whole Contents of the Uterns, ſhall 5 diſcharg'd 
at once, or at leaſt, all but the Placenta; in 
which Caſe, the Membranes muſt be inſtantly 
lacerated, left the Child's Life be loſt, for 
Want of the Air's tuſhing, immediately into it's 
Lungs. It frequently, happens that the Mem- 
brines do not break in Nat Part, which is 
before the Head, but are lacerated higher in the 
Vagina; and the Waters do not ruſh off fo ſud- 
denly, as to bring away with them the protrud- 
ed Part, but the Head is puſh'd into the World, 
Envelop'd in the diſſevered Membranes ; this is 
what is call'd, che Catol or. Mont I- Had; and 
we ſhall readily conceive, what Foundation 
there ean be for Crediting the ſuperſtitious Tale, 
of its ſuppos'd Virtues, when we reflect on the 
Means by which the Effect is produced, and 
how eaſy it would be, to impoſe on the Credu- 
lity of the Vulgar, by tearing off any Part of 
the Membranes and paſſing them for a real Cawl. 


Tho? in the more eaſy Labours, the Water, as 
T have juft mention'd, will be diſcharg'd when 
the Head is advanc'd to the Aperture of the Pel- 
vis, it will ſometimes happen, that the Mem- 
branes will be too rigid to yield to the Force of 
the Pain, and the Situation of the Head, will pre- 
vent the Deſcent of more Water to dilate 
them further, and the Labour, will thereby, be 

retarded. Under theſe Circumſtances, the Mem- 
branes may be lacerated, in the Time of a 
Pain; whereby the Impetus above will become 
8 and the Woman may be delivered, per- 
haps ſome Hours ſooner, than ſhe otherwiſe 
might 
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might have been; but as on the other Hand, a 
prematute Rupture of the Membranes, ma 
retard the Delivery, this muſt be done with the

Sometimes the Waters will be collected 
in too ſmall Quantity, to anſwer the Pur- 
poſe of Dilatation: and, on the contrary, 
they will ſometimes, be fo redundant, as to riſk 
the Suffocation of the Infant, if the Face is not 
carefully turned upwards, to prevent the Waters 
ruſhing into its Mouth and over ballancing the 
Power of the inflating Air. | Aber. 


When the Waters break at the Beginning of 
Labour without Pain, they generally keep draining 
off, for ſome Hours, ſometimes inceſſantly, ſome- 
times by Starts, on the- Return of ſmall Pains 
excited by the ſpaſmodic Contractions of the 
Uterus: theſe are called Agua fegitive ; and the 
Labour Pains feldom ariſe to any advantage, 
till they ceaſe to flow, and the Uterus is con- 
trated, round the Body of the Child, which, 
if it be a firft Birth, will be laborious. | 


When the Perintrum is ſtretched before the 
Head of the Infant it muſt he frequently lubri- 
cated, and'conſtantly guarded, by keeping the 
Palm of the Hand continually upon it, torefift 
the too ſudden, and violentPreflure, during the 
Pains, which without this Precaution will (eſpe- 
cially in the firſt Birth) occaſion a Laceration: 
the Fourchett will — with the greateſt 


P Te. 
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Precaution,. be frequently injured, but if the 
Accident does not extend far, it will re-unite in 
a few Days; but if it extends to the Rectum, 
will require the Aſſiſtance of the Needle; This 
Preſſure is like wiſe of material Service, in af- 
ſiſting the Head to make it's Turn over the 
Pubes. ö 


When the Shoulders are detained, the Peri- 
num, contracts itſelf, and by a ſecond Protruſi- 
on, when they advance, will alſo, if not pro- 
perly guarded, be liable to Injury, even aſter it 
has eſcaped it, from the Head; when, therefore, 
there is Occafion to aſſiſt in the Axilla, let the 
Fore- finger of the right Hand be employed, 
while the Thumb of the left preſſes on the 


Perinæum, and gently puſhes it back, to make 
Room for the Body to paſs. 1 8 7 


When the Child is delivered, a Ligature is to 
be made on the Funis, about three Inches from 
the Abdomen, and another, about an Inch 
above it; between which, the Funis is to be 
divided; then the Child's Head muſt be wrapped 
in a warm, dry Clout, or a Flannel Cap, and

ES being 
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being properly Jubri-ateds may be paſied up the 
Vagina, to the Edge of the Placenta, which if 
no other Fetur remains, will immediately pre- 
ſent itſelf, at the Os interuu u, and may be eaſily 
brought along; but if another Fetus remains, 
the Membranes, will preſent themſelves, and 
the Child may be Eifily diſtinguiſhed through 
them: in this Caſe, the Placenta mult be left 
till after the Delivery of the ſecond Child, when 
they are both to be brought away together, 


The Placenta, ſrequently adheres in part, and 
ſometimes, its whole Surface; in this Caſe, we 
muſt wait with Patience, and Aſſiſt pently, 
by ſhakeing the String with the Right hand, 
and now and then gently pulling it downwards, 
while the left Hand is Employed in keeping 
the Cervex and Os Uteri from contracting before 
it, or gently drawing down the Edge of the 
Placenta itſelf : if after ſome Time, theſe Me- 
thods fail, and it ſeems pretty firmly attached to 
the Uterus, we may venture to paſs the Fingers 
gently behind it, and gradually ſeparate it's Ad- 
heſion; this however, requires both Skill and 
Practice to execute with Safety, and muſt always 
be done with great Caution, leaſt any of it 
ſhould be torn off and left behind, or the Uterys 
itſelf, be injured by the Operation: the Pati- 
ent ſhould exert as Jittle Force as poſſible left 
a Flooding ſhould be excited. 

Some Practitioners, are of Opinion, that no 
ill Conſequence can ariſe from leaving the Pla- 
centa wholly to Nature, even though ſhe ſhould 


not diſcharge herſelf of the Load, for ſome Hours 


or even Days, after the Delivery of the Child; 
yet as many Inconyenien-i2s have ariſen, from 
a too 
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a too long Retention of this Subſtance, after it is 
become uſeleſs to the Body, I would always re- 
commend its being delivered, as ſoon as poſſible, 
without Violence; not forgetting this Precau- 
tion to the younger Practitioner, neither to do 
too much, or neglect what is neceſſary. 


That the leaving it wholly to Nature, would 
occaſion the Woman, to ſuffer very. great, and 
in ſome Degree, unneceſſary Pain, is certain, 
from what we ſee them ſuffer, even on the Ex- 


pulſion of the common Coagula; and that it 


may be productive, of troubleſome Floodings, 
_ obſtinate Weakneſſes, we may. infer, from 
ſimilar Effects, produced by ſimilar Cauſes, in 
the Caſe of Miſcarriages Aus premature Labours, 
where the Conttaction of the Os Uteri has pre- 
vented the Diſcharge of Part of the Secundines, 


anda Flooding has continued, till the Evacuati- 


on has been compleated. 


W hen the woman is delivered, and the Pla- 
centa taken away, the Operator, muſt immedi- 
ately, apply one or two warm ſoft Cloths, 
(which it the Parts have ſuffered very much, 
from the Labottr, ſhould be ſmeared with a ſoft 
Ointment) to the Os externum, and tuck them up 
as cloſe as poſſible, to the Anus, and over the 
Mons Vencris the wet Cloths, ſhould be remo- 
ved, and dry ones put under her; then a refreſh- 
ing drink, or pallatable Cordial, ſhould be im- 
mediately adminiſtered, to recruit her Spirits: a 
ſmall Draught of warm Water, with a Spoonful 
of Wine, or Brandy, and a little Nutmeg, is ge- 
nerally ſufficie; : the lower Part of the Abdomen 

| muſt 
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muſt be confined by a proper Bandage, and the 
Breafts covered with a warm Cloth. 


The natural Diſcharges, are to be moderately 
promoted and the Juices diſpoſed, to a bland, 
and balſamic Nature, by a Spermaceti Emulſion, 
and nouriſhing Broths; the Diet muſt for ſome 
Days at leaſt, be light, and of eaſy Digeſtion. 


The Child muſt be waſhed with warm Water 
with a little Spirits, or Wine; the Funis is to 
be rolled, or folded in a Piece of fine Rag, and 
turned upwards, on the Abdomen, and confined, 
by a ſmall Flannel Band. Generally about the 
fourth or fiſth Day, the Funis dries, and falls 
off; but will ſumetimes, inflame and ſuppu- 
rate: the proper Evacuations of Stool and U- 
rine, ſhould be promoted as ſoon as poſſible, 
by gentle Means, but the common Method of - 
loading them, with Batter and Sugar is very 
bad: Nothing is more apt to grow rancid, 
or create Phlegm, than either of thoſe [ngre- 
dients, and therefore, alittle warm Water mode- 
rately ſweetened with a few Drops of Brandy or 
ſome carminative Water is much better,

Waters protruded through it with 
the Membranes; the Labour will ne- 

5 ceſſarily be retarded till the Head can 
make that Preſſure on the Os Uter: which is 
requiſite for its Dilatation, and which cannot be 
eſtected, till by the Waters being partly diſ- 
charged, the Fundus Uteri, can contract itſelf, 
ſo as to puſh the Child down with ſome Force 
upon the Os internum. 


The Head ſhould in general reſt at the 
Brim, till the Waters have protruded the Mem- 
branes into the Cavity of the Pelvis, and have 
dilated the Os Uteri, to the Diameter of a Crown 
Piece, but in the Caſe above recited, the Read 
is prematurely forced into the Middle of the Pel- 
vis, and by plugging up the Paſſage, prevents 
the Deſcent of the | "> ay which ſhould pro- 
trude the Membranes, and facilitate its Delivery. 


In this Caſe, the Membranes will ſometimes 
lie ſo flat on the Cranium, as to make one = 
mo 
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moſt conclude that they muſt have ruptured and 
diſcharged their Contents ; but the hairy Scalp, . 
the Feel of which is ſo different from the ſmooth 
pol iſhed Surface of the Chorion, will afford an in- 
fallible prognoſtic on theſe Occaſions. 


Befcre we take any Meaſures for forwarding 
the Delivery, which ſeems only to be retarded 
by the Confinement of the Waters, we muſt 
* ourſelves that the Obſtruction does not 
depend on any other latent Cauſe. Jo do this, 
a Finger or two muſt be paſſed up the Vagina, 
and the Head muſt be firſt citcumſcribed, to feel 
if it be not locked between the Bones, and 
then gently lifted up, in the Receſs of a Pain: 
This will occaſion a ſmall Quantity of Wa- 
ter to fall down, and protrude the Membranes, 
which, if the Os uteri be dilated, to the Breadth 
of a Half Crown, and is not rigid, may be 
ſcraped with the Nail, in every Pain, till they 
ſplic, and ſuffer the Waters to flow off, which 
will, in a little Time, bring the Labour to a 
fortunate Iſſue, by forwarding the Contraction 
of the Uterus. | | 


If the longeſt Axis of the Child's Head: be 
rather obliquely than exactly turned to the long- 
eſt Axis of the Pelvis, the Labour will alſo be

N When the Head of a ſmall infant falls! into the 
Capacity of a well-formed Pelvis, puſhing the 
Os uteri before it, as far as the Pubes, and that is 
very thin, and but little dilated; if the Reſiſtance 
from below -ia prematurely remaved, or the 
Waters. tov ſoon, diſcharged, the Hea) may be 
o forcibly protruded by the ſuddenly in- 
creaſed Impetus of the Parts above, as to lace- 
rate the Os internam; though this Accident will 
be more liable to occur in a Breech -Caſe than 
2 natural 'Birth : The Buſineſs of the Accou- 
cheur in theſe Circumſtances, is to counteract 
the too powerful Operations of Nature, and 
not to ſuffer the Fartus to deſcend tod haſtily, or 
the Os internum to be too ſuddenly dilated. 


© When the Head of a large Infant has forced 
to the Os externum, and the Occipur is beginning 
to riſe over tlie Pnbes, if the Precaution of guird-, 
ing the Perineum be neglected, the Force of 
Pain will lacerate the Parts, and the Child will 
be ſo ſuddenly and forcibly protruded, as to ex- 
poſe the Woman (beſides the ſometimes irre- 
coverable Inconvenience of lacerating the Parts) 
to Floodings, Syncope, and other alarming Ac-

The Occiput itſelf will ſometimes deſcend, 
while the Child's Chin ſhall be bent forwards 
upon its Cheſt; this, however, is neither a 
frequent, nor very dangerous Poſition; as the 
Head, when once the Pains have puſhed it low 
enough, will eaſily be turned, ſo as to riſe round 
the Pubrs, and let the Face fall into its natural 
Situation, the Hollew of the Sacram. 


Now and then alſo, an Ear will preſent itſclf, 
which will not ſo eaſily be brought forward, as 
either of the former Poſitions ; becauſe, in theſe. 
Caſes, the Head' is molt commonly turned 
lengthways, acroſs the Palvis, and muſt be put 

back, and the Child turned; unleſs the Pains 
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are very ſong, and have forced it low into 
the Vagina, before the Membranes have broken, 
and diſcharged their Contents. 


In all theſe Cafes, the Aſſiſtance required is 
nearly fimitar ; and the Patient ſhould neither 
be ſuffered to languiſh too long without Help, 
nor be wrought upon tos mueh : the Parts muſt 
de frequently lubricated, and proper Cordials 
(and Anodynes, if money] be occaſionally ad- 
miniſtered, to recruit and ſupport her Strength 
and Spirits.

The Os internum will be ſometimes fo rigid as 
to require great Force to dilate it ſufficiently to 
Tet the Infant paſs : The Waters are, in this 
Caſe, almoſt always diſcharged before the La- 
bour is much advanced; becauſe the Refiftance 
of the Os uteri being much greater than the 
diſtending Power of the Waters, the Membranes 
are conſequently broken, almoſt on their firſt 
Protrufion ; this Aecident, (as we may juſtly 
deem it) will, though there may be neither 
Danger nor Difficulty in the Birth itſelf, render 
it, however, extremely tedious and laborious to 
the Patient. On the Part of the Operator, it 
requires only 2 little Patience. 


To aſſiſt the Dilatation, when it is ſo far 
opened, as to admit the Entrance of two or 
three Fingers, the Os uteri may, in the Time 
of every Pain, be gently dilated, * expanding 
the Fingers introduced into its Orifice, and en- 
deavouring to puſh it gradually over the Head; 
at the ſame Time dilating and enlarging the Ca- 

pacity 
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paCity of the Vagina, to admit of the Head's fall- 
ing which will gradually give it more 
Power to act on the'Os ateri, and dilate it. 


It is poſſible, however, for an Inconvenience 


to ariſe from the Head's ſinking too low in the 
Petvis, before the Dilatation is far enough ad- 
vanced: for it may, in fore Meafure, confine 
the Sides of the Corvex wiers, by its Preſſure 
inſt - the Bones on either Side, during the 
ime of Pain, ſo as not to act upon the Ori- 
fice at all, till the Os intermum can be ab 

ed round it, and over it, either on the

Pain, puſh back the Edge of the Orifiee, with

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In theſe Labours, the Os uteri will always be 
found low in the Pelvis, and generally back to 
the Sacrum ; tho” it will ſometimes be — 
even to the Edge of the Labiæ, and if too great 
Force of Pain ſhould confine it long in that 
Situation, or if too much Aſſiſtance of the Ope- 
rator ſhould partly lacerate, or at leaſt weaken 
the Tone of its Fibres, the Woman would be 
afterwards ſubjet to a Prolapſus Uteri, than 
which there is Nothing more troubleſome to the 
Patient, or more difficult to be cur'd ; after all 
ſuch Labours therefore, as ſoon as the Placenta is 
brought away, it would be prudent to paſs the 
Hand again, and feel for the Os uteri, which 
will, in moſt Caſes, begin to pucker up in a 
few Minutes after Delivery, and may eaſily be 


ſo puſhed up, over the Pubes, as to prevent its 


ſinking too low into the Vagina. The Patient 

muſt afterwards lie as motionleſs as poſſible, for 

ſome Time, and keep her Bed ſome what longer 

than ordinary; and, at her Upriſing, be ex- 

tremely cautious, not to ſtand or walk too 

N or too ſuddenly uſe any heavy Exerciſe or 
bour. | .

vered.— The Head, when locked between the 
Iſchia, may, in the ſame Manner, be ſome- 
times relieved, though not ſo eaſily or expedi- 
tiouſly as in the former Caſe : and ſometimes both 
will require the Aſſiſtance of the Forceps. 


In ſome Caſes, where the Head is thus jam'd 
between the Bones, a Finger or two may be ad- 
vantageouſly introduced along the Inſide of the 
Pubes and Coccyx, or in the Reftum, to aſſiſt the 
Head in its Deſcent, and Turn, during the Pains ; 
and to give the Occiput the halt Turn over the 
Pubes ; which effected, the Sides of the Head 
will admit of ſufficient Compreſſion, (if not too 
large and ſolid) to paſs through; but where this 
cannot be effected by the Hands or Fingers only, 


the Forceps muſt. be uſed before the Pains are too 


far gone, or the Child has received any Injury 
from the Confinement of its Head. ; 


But the Danger and Difficulty will be 
much greater both to the Mother and Child, 
where the lower Vertebræ of the Loins, and up- 
pet of the Sacrum, are intruded towards the

This is the Caſe, wherein Af- 
fiſtance of the moſt diſagteeable Nature is ſome- 
times required: the Forcops can hardly ever be 
fixed to Advantage, the Head being toohigh to ad- 
mit of their being properly introduced, and there 
will ſometimes be a Nexeſſity even to deſtroy the 
Child: yet there have been Inſtances, {where 
the Head being ſmall, the Sutures open, and the 
Pains very ſtrong) of the Infant's being forced 
below this Impediment, and born alive. | 


It is almoſt needleſs to load the Memory 
with particular Inſtructions how to afbſt, in Cir- 
cumſtances like theſe ; as almoſt every different 
Caſe will require, in ſome Degree, a different 
Treatment. In general, the Structure of the 
Parts muſt be well conſidered, the Poſition of 
the Hesd carefully examined, and the Strength 
of the Pains, and Condition of the Patient, pro · 
perly attended to: from theſe we muſt Judge 
what Aſſiſtance is neceſſary, and how to apply 
it to moſt Advantagę.

Part of the Child, the Compreſſion of the Brain, 
if not the immediate Cauſe of its Death, may 
ſubje& it to Convulſions, or impair its natural 
Intellects.

It is from theſe Labours, the Os uteri, Vagi- 
na, and Perincum, are moſt liable to Injury; a 
flight Laceration of the Os internum may, in a 
good Conſtitution, re-unite, and be productive 
of no ill Conſequences, unleſs that of rendering 
the future Labours more difficult; but if the Iu- 
jury is conſiderable, it ſeldom admits of any Cure, 
but generally mortifies, and deſtroys the Patient.

But the total Subverſion of the Uterus, from 
the too rude Extraction of an adhering Placenta, 
cannot but be productive of the moſt fatal Evils, 
but as this can ariſe only from that Cauſe, it is 
needleſs here to enlarge upon it; fince the Pre- 
cautions already given for the Performance of that 
Operation, are ſufficient toprevent our ever being 
the Cauſe of producing ſuch an Accident.

H earlier. Practitioners had no In- 
P ſtruments peculiar to this Art, but 
* * thoſe — — 
N aroſe that Odium with which 
* the male — were branded ; 
as it moſt commonly happened, that when Re- 
courſe was had to their Aſfiſtance, the Mother or 
Child, and frequently both, were to be deſtroy- 
ed: and it is indeed, but very lately, that the 
inſtrumental Method of Delivery has been 
brought to ſuch Perfection, as to be in many Ca- 
ſes the certain Means of preſerving the Lives of 
both the Mother and Child. 


When the Head, either from its own Bulk, 
or from the Straitneſs or Diſtortion of the Pelvis, 
was locked and confined in the Paſſage ;z there 
was no Expedient, if it could not be puſhed 
back in order to be turned, and delivered by the 
Feet, but that of opening the Head, and extract- 
ing, by a Nooſe or blunt Hook ; to theſe, ſuc-

Various Kinds of Fillets have been invented 
and uſed with ſome Succeſs ; though they are 
now, almoſt wholly laid aſide; the moſt com- 
mon Invention of this Sort, is a Fillet of ſoft 
Ribbon, or thin Velvet, made like a Sheath and 
mounted oa thin and pliable Whalebone: where 
the Child's Head is ſo placed in the Vugina, or 
at, or above the Brim of the Peluis, that the 
Operator can introduce this Inftrument, and paſs 
it over the Child's Chin, and inſinuate it be- 
tween that and the Cheſt, it may be of Service; 
when it is once properly fixed, the Whalebo 
muſt be withdrawn, the Ends of the Fillet tie 
together, and the Operator muſt make a contra- 
ry Preſſure on the hind Head, with the Fingers 
of one Hand, while he pulls with the other dur:

There is an Inſtrument as a Subſtitute for this 
kind of Fillet ; conſiſting of two thin Blades of 
| red Steel, covered with Leather, with a 
Bort of Swivel at the Extrimeties, for the Blades 
to turn upon ; which enables them to fold upon 
each other; by which Means they can be eaſlly 
_— x introduced, and, without Difficulty uni- 


fo as to make a fufficient Purchaſe over 

the Chin or Orciput, to aſſiſt the Delivery: this 
Inſtrument is extremely light and portable, and 
Q 2 will 
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will in many Caſes anſwer very well; and is 
ſometimes preferable to the Forceps. F 


The Chamberlens, who were ſome Years ago 
the moſt diſtinguiſhed PraQitioners of this Art, in 
Europe; were the firſt, who were in poſſeſſion 
of the Forceps, which have, ſince their Time, 
undergone a Variety of Alterations, andimprove- 
ments, and are even at this time, tho' brought 
to a very commodious Degree of Perfection, but 
in a fluctuating State; every Practitioner, en- 
deavouring, according to his own Ideas, to im- 
prove, and render them more perfect. Chapman 
1 us the firſt Deſcription of this Valuable 

nvention, which he affirms, to be the great 
Secret of the Chamberlens : the Alterations and 
Improvements upon this Inſtrument, were how- 
ever very immaterial, till Dr. Smellze, to whoſe 
mechanical Genius the world in general, and 
the Profeſſors of this Science in particular, are 

reatly indebted, undertook the Taſk ; ſince his 
Time, Dr. Orme, has made a very capital Im- 
provement on them; and Dr. Kelly, has like- 
wiſe invented a Pair, on a new Principle, and 
of a very different Conſtruction, 2 


I cannot help obſerving, that one ſiniſter Ac. 
cident, in the Practice of Midwifery, has been 
infinitely leſs. frequent, ſince the Invention of 
the Forceps, than before : I mean the Retention 


of the Head in the Uterus, after the Body is de- 


livered ; which was frequently, the Conſequence 
of putting it back, when it was too big to force 
its Way, and delivering by the Feet; for before 
this Invention, there was no other Method of 

re PDelivety

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Delivery, known or practiſed in thoſe Cafes, 
but that of turning, or opening the Head. 


The Crotchets, were, I believe, the firſt In- 
ſtrument invented, to extract the Fœtus by the 
head; or to make Purchaſe, on any Limb, which 
could not otherwiſe be delivered ; it was for- 
merly, no more, than a ſingle, or double point- 
ed ſharp hook; but the curved Crotchets, with 
two blades, are of modern Invention; and at 
this Time, few Practitioners, uſe more, than 
one, which is made to fit and lock in, with a 
Blade of the Forceps. It is but very ſeldom how- 
ever, that there is Occaſion, even for that. 


For the Purpoſes of opening the Head alſo, 
ſeveral ſorts of Implements have been Invented : 
but the perforating Sciſſars of ' Smellie, are the 
moſt commodious, they are however, but ſeldom 
neceſſary, as there are but few Caſes that re- 
quire the Uſe of Inſtruments, which may not 
be relieved by the Forceps, and none, that can- 
not be accompliſhed, by a ſingle Blade of the 
Crotchets. | | 


To aſſiſt in Breech Caſes, the blunt Hook, 
has by ſome Writers heen ſtrongly recommend- 
ed: and there is an old Inſtrument called the 
Crutch, invented to aſſiſt in the Reduction of the 
Arm, when it was too much tumihed from its 
long Confinement in the Paſſages, to ſuffer the 
Fand either to return, or paſs by it. | 


An Infirument-called''a Tire. Tete was in- 
vented and publiſhed, a few Years ago, by 
Monfeeur Levret ; and ſome of our Engliſh Prac- 


titioners 
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tiiioners, at firſt, very warmly adopted its uſe, 
but it is now generally laid aſide ; as every pur- 
poſe intended by it, can be as well anſwered, 
by the Forceps now in Ufe, and fome Incoave- 
niencies avoided. It conſiſts of three Blades, 
of thin tempered Steel uncovered, curved al- 
moſt like the: Forceps, and riveted at Top on a 
kind of Swivel; two of theſe turn on an Axis 
at the Handle; by which Means, the Blades 
being all introduced at one Time, two are to be 
turned and expanded, in different Directions, ſo 
that the Head, may be incloſed as it were, be- 
tween three ſtrong Fillets It was at firſt, only 
intended, fot the Extraction of the Head, when 
left in the Uterus; but being applied alſo in 
other Caſes, the abbraſſion of the Parts, in turn- 
ing thoſe moveable Blades, and the Inflammation 
excited thereby, has occaſioned this Inftrument, 
to be thrown aide, Levret has alſo a Pair of 
curved Fotec ps, which he ſtrongly recommends, 
but they are very complex, and therefore not ſo 
generally uſeful as thoſe improved by Dr. Orme. 


In fine, the Obſtetric Apparatus is now much 
reduced, and may yet be compriſed in a till

The lower the Head is advanced into;the. Pel- 
vis, the eaſier the Forceps may be introduced; 
and whenever, the Head thus advanced, is detain- 
ed, by the Intruſton of, the 1/chie or Gaceyx ; or 
by the Remiſſneſa of the Painsz it may by Means 
of this Inſtrument, be ſpeedily and ſaſely reliev- 
ed: but wben, higher, the Difficulty, will be 
greater, both in fixing, and delivering with them. 


The molt eligible. Method of iptroducing 
the Forceps, when there is really a Neceſſity of 
uſing them, is to paſs them fo, that the Blades 
may go on each Side over the Child's Ear, that 
when locked, the Head may be ſecurely graſped 
between them, tho' ſometimes a good Purchaſe 
may be made, from the fore to the hind Head, 
when it is pretty low in the Pelvis, otherwiſe 
they will be liable to lip off: when the Forccps 
are properly fixed, at every return of Pain, an 
Effort muſt be made by the Operator, to relieve

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the Infant, oo poll ſtrongly in that Direction 
the Poſition! of the Head, the Poſture of the 
Woman, and the form of the Pelvis ſhall direct; 
always taking Care, to guard the Perinæum; 
and deſiſt, when the Pain relaxes, that the Wo- 
man may not be fatigued, or the Parts injured, 
by the Exertion of — and unprofitable Force. 
Moſt Practitioners, recommend the laying 
the Woman on her Back, that the Forceps, m 
the more eaſily be introduced; but tho, th 
change of Poſture may be ſometimes required, 
when they are to be introduced, along the Sides 
of the Pelvis, and the Weight of the Woman, 
has too much depreſſed the Bed, to allow the 
Hand Room to direct them properly; it will not 
be always neceſſary, to make that Parade;

The Forceps, may be Uſed with equal Ad- 
vantage, in all we different Cafes, where the 
Head is confined between the Bones; whether 
the Face be turned to the Pubes, or Sacrum; 
or to either Side; or when it preſents fair to 
the Birth 4 or when the Geciput, inſtead of the 
Vertex, is firſt protruded. 


They may ſometimes alſo, be of ſingular Ser- 
vice, even before the Head is thus confined : 
as in Caſes of dangerous Floodings; of ſudden 
Convullions ;; of total Remiſſion of Labour 
Pains; or when the Funis is too ſhort, or en- 

led; or the Cervix Uteri, is forcibly con- 
tracted round the Child. e 


In all laborious Caſes, except thoſe, ariſing 
from the Diſtortion of the Pelvis, or the 
Bulk of the Child's Head, when it is not, too 
far advanced, the Method recommended by 
moſt Authors-is to-puſh-back the Head, to turn 
the Child and deliver by the Feet ; but this will 
be attended with no ſmall Difficulty ; and will 
be oftener the Cauſe of the Infant's Death, and 
of Injury to the Mother, than even the Uſe of 
the Forceps, where they can be adyantageouſly 
Fixed; and the Danger of leaving the Head in 
the Uterus, ſeparated from the Body, \hould 
make us very cautious, how we proceed to that

When the Head preſents in like Manner, but 
higher in the Pelvis; the Forehead, reſting on 
the Top of the Satrum, and the Diſtance between 
that and the Pubes, is leſs than the common Propor- 
tion; the Forceps muſt then be fixed, from Sideto 
Side: and if, on the firſt or ſecond Effort, it 
cannot be Advanced: the Operator muſt en- 
deayour to turn the Forehead, to the Left 7/itm 
to avail himſelf of the Wideſt Axis of the Pelvir; 
to effect this, the Head muſt ſometimes be lift- 
ed up, in the Remiſſion of a Pain, and when 
thus turned, the Forceps muſt be drawn down,

When the Forehead is to the Pubes, the Ears 
being then, a little diagonally turned to the 
Sides of the Pelvis, the Forceps will perhaps 
be more readily introduced, if the Woman la 
on her Back, with her Breech rather over the 
Edge of the Bed, and her Shoulders ſupported 
on a Bed Chair, anda Bolſter or two or three 
Pillows : the Forceps muſt be paſſed over the Ears 
of the Child, and the Head raiſed,” ſo as to turn 
the Forehead if poſſible, to the Sides of the Pei-

In attempting theſe different Turns, the Head

When the Head preſents fair to the Brim of 
the Pelvis, (i. e.) the Forchead to the Left Side; 
there will be np poſſibility of fring de Forceps 
with Eaſe, but by laying the Women on her 
Side 3 und in this Caſe, it will be at all Times, 
extremely difficult to the Operator, and painful 
to the Patient, to · paſs the Hand up, as Smelli⸗ 
directs... Nor is that always neceſlary, if the 
Os. internum, be fully dilated, - as it always 
ſhould be, beſore we attempt to aſſiſt with theſe, 
or any other præternatural Succours. = 


It will be more neceſſary however, to paſs 
the. Fingers up within the Pxbes, to guide the 
Inſtrument, than on the other Side; as the Blad- 
der, may be more eaſily injured than the Redtum; 
tbe Handles of the Forceps, muſt he in this, and 
moſt other Caſes, preſſed back as much as poſſi- 
ble, to the Perinæum; that the Points, may 
humour, the Curviture and Intruſion of the Ga- 
crum, and the Form of the Child's Head; which,

very conſiderable Compreſion. 


When the Forehead bf the Child, lies to the 
Lefe Ilium of the Mother, let her lie on ber 
left Side, and Vice verſa; and when the For- 
ceps, are fixed and Jooked, which muſt 
always be very cautioully performed, to prevent 
the Inoloſure of any of the ſoft Partsz 
they muſt be tied with a Ribbon or Garter, to 
aſſiſt the Operator, in making an abvantage- | 
rer the Handles. 


When the Face preſents at the Brim of the 
Petois, it ouglit if poſſible, to be put back; and 
the Child turned, — by the Feet, 
unleſs we find the Pains protrude it forcibly, 
and it does not appear, that the Pelvir,” is to 
narrow, to permit ir to deſcend: but if after it is 
pretty far advanced, it ſticks for 2 conſiderable 
Time, in the ſame Part of the Frbit; the long 
Preſfure of the Brain, may deſtroy the Child, it 
not delivered by the Forceps, or relieved” by 
turning. Yet where the Head, on proper Ex- 
amination, is found too large or the Palvit is 
diſtorted, it would be imprudent, to attempt 
the Turning of the Child, which would very 
much fatigue the Patient; and the Operator 
would be in Danger, if he exerted much Force 
in the Delivery, of ſeparating the Body, and 
leaving the Head in the Uterus: in this Caſe 
theretote, the Head mult be ſuffered to advance, 
as far as it poſſibly can; or the Vertex, if Prac- 
dale, . brought to preſent: which 
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would enable the Operator, if the Forceps failed; 
to apply the — more Advantage, 
or to open the Head with greater Eaſe. We 
are talking now, of ſuch Caſes, as the Force 
of Pains cannot protrude; or ſuch as give us, 
no hopes of Succeſs, from attempting to turn j 
we muſt not however, decide too ily, in 
Caſes of ſuch Importance; for there are many of 
thoſe Preſentations, which after long Delays, 
and ſome alarming Circumſtances, terminate 
happily, by the A ce of Nature only. 


Whether the Chin be to the Pubes, the Sa- 
crum, or to either Side of the Pelvis, if it ad- 
vances very low, the Head muſt in theſe Caſes, 


ſuffer v at and dangerous Compreſlion ; 
and unleſs (Ball, and the Pebvis capacious, and 
well conſtructed, cznnot be born alive ; the 
Attention of the Operator, muſt therefore be em- 
ployed, to relieve it as expeditiouſly as poſſible, 
conſiſtent with the Safety and Wellfare of the 
Mother: to Effect which, he muſt, as ſoon as 
poſſible, bring either the Chin or Occiput, with- 
out the Pubes; which will, by allowing the Head 
more Room to riſe from the Hollow of the 
Sacrum, facilitate the Delivery : In theſe Caſes, 
the Perinæum, is in the greateſt Danger of La- 
ceration, if too ſudden, or too violent Force is 
exerted ; and the Operator muſt therefore, be 
very cautious and never forget to guard againſt 
that Accident, with the utmoſt Care. 


The Forceps may in moſt of theſe Caſes, 
be advantageouſly. fixed, ſo as to make a pro- 
per Purchaſe, over the Occiput, but they will 
not always be readily introduced, without vary- 
ing the Poſition of the Woman. *

natural, or laborious „ | 


There is not always much Difficulty, in the 
firſt Claſs of preternatyral Labours ; 5 or wheus 
t 
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the Peluis is tolerably large and well „ if 
the Breech in particular, falls into the Fagiina, 
before the Membranes are broken, the Child 
will eaſily be delivered, provided the Face be 
turned to the Back of the Mother ; otherwiſe 
the Chin will catch on the Pubet, and not only 
retard the Delivery, but endanger the Iniant's 
Life : the Operator, muſt therefore attend to 
this Circumſtance, and as the Body. advances, 
if the Back of the Infant, is to the Os Sacrum 
of the Mother, turn it ſo that the Face may not 
be lodged in that Manner. If the Pains are 
ſtrong, little Aſſiſtance will be required; but if 
not, we muſt be careful without Violence, to 
make the moſt of every one, by drawing the 
Child down, and relieving the Arms and Should- 
ers, as ſoon as poſſible; to do this, a Finger 
muſt be Pas up within the Pubes in the Remiſ- 
ſion of a Pain, and when that returns, the Fing- 
er muſt be drawn down, to the Joint of =

bring it forth ; and in the next Pain, the other 
Arm may be brought down, by a Finger paſſed 
up on the Inſide of the Sacrum: this Eficaed, 
f the Head doth not immediately follow, a 
Finger muſt be introduced into . the Child's 
Mouth, and in the time of Pain, gently drawn 
down, to affiſt the Delivery.

The chief Reſiſtance, when the Head does 
not readily advance, is by its greateſt Bulk be- 
ing lodged,” betwixt the Pubes, and Intruſion of 
the Sacrum and lower Vertebra of the Loins; 
and not as Daventer, and ſome others aſſert, at 
the'Coccyx ; therefore the giving the Head a cir- 
cular Turn upwards towards the Pubes, and 
drawing down the Chin with a Finger in the 
Mouth, will more readily relieve it, than preſſ- 
ing downwards on the Shoulders, as he directs. 
When the Head is confined at the Brim of the 
Pelbis, and the Chin is to the Sacrum, the Oc- 
ciput over the Pubes, a Finger mult be paſſed up 
to the left Ear of the Child, and ſliding it along 
the Chin, may make a Preſſure, ſufficient to 
puſh the Face to the Left Side of the Pelvis; 
which Axisbeing ſo much wider, will more eaſily 
ſuffer the Head to paſs, which will generally, 
make its turn into the Hollow of the Sacrum, 
when it gets low enough to effect it. 


When we have Reaſon to ſuſpect, that the 
Child's Head has not moved with the Body, in 
giving it the Turn, it may be neceſlary to

If the Pelvis is very narrow and Diſtorted, it 
will be no eafy Matter, to bring the Head below

Some Authors, forbid the drawing down 
the Arms before the Head; but it will more fte- 
quently happen, that there is a neceſſity to do 
ſo, than otherwiſe ; for unleſs the Pelvrs is very 
capacious, and the Arms are exactly turned in- 
to the Sides of it, they cannot poſſibly paſs with 
the Head; when the Child is ſmall, and the Pe 
vis well formed, they might; but they moſt 
comtnonly in ſuch Circumſtances, flip down as 
low as the Elbow at leaſt, without any Aſſiſt- 
ance at all: Daventer affirms that, the bring- 
ing down the Arms before the Head, 'w 
endanger its ſeparation from the Body, by 
the Contraction of the Os Uteri round the 
Neck, or lower Part of the Head; but he is in 
this Point, certainly miſtaken ; for the Head is 
in general, too far advanced, before we can 


conveniently relieves the Arms, for ſuch Con- 


traction; which if it could happen, would not 
have Power to produce. that Separation, which 
can only be the Effect of violent extract- 
ing Force, exerted againſt as powerful Reſiſt - 
ance ; and would neceffarily, draw out the Ute- 
ras with the Head, if it were not confined be- 
tween the Bones. + gh Fi 
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Wen the Breech preſents, and js forced into 


the Pelvis, the Legs will very often, be turned. 


up to the Child's Body, and cannot be brought 


down, till the Deliver is effected as far as the 
Cheſt; in this Caſe, if we find the Face of the 


Child to the Puber, we muſt, to Effect the ne- 
ecſſary 
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ceſſary Turn, puſh the Body up again, as hi, 
as the Navel; otherwiſe, the Shoulders WII 
fruſtrate our Attempts; tho” the Legs, will in 
this Poſture, be ſooner and eaſter Releived, than 
when turned to the Sacrum. If the Breech is 
detained high in the Pelvis, or reſts againſt the 
Pubes, Sacrum, or on either fide. of the Brim cf 
the Baſon, it will be moſt prudent, to pals up 
the Hand, and puſh it a Tittle baek in Order, to 
draw the Feet into the Yagino; but when both 
Feet cannot be conveniently brought down, it 
will be ſufficient, to Deliver one only, and as 
ſoon as poſhble, introduce the Fore F er of 
the other Hand, on the Outſide of the Child's 
Thigh, into the oppoſite Groin; which will 
make a ſufficient Purchaſe, to deliver the Body. 
When the Bfeech, Knees, or Feet, are per- 
ceived to prefent throꝰ the Membranes, before 
the Waters are diſcharged ; the Operator, muſt 
attend to that Circumſtance, and aſſiſt his Pa- 
tient immediately on their Rupture, before the 
Uterus has time to contrack itſelf, too forcibly, 
or the Waters are diſcharged, aud tun to waſte 

which fhould lubricate the Paſa es, and aſſiſt 
the Operation. We may Generalh know, as I 
have before Obſerved, when a Nr preſents 
out of the natural Way, by the Membranes be- 
ing protruded in an oblong Form, like a ſmall 
Gut diſtended with Water, or when they are 
puſhed out large and round, and are puc 
up above like a Ball, the Os uteri, being very 
mA 1 


In this Claſs of piæternatutal, are generally 
ranked thoſe Labours, attended with dangerous 
Floodings, either premature, or at the full Pe- 


* 
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riod: ſince in thoſe Caſes, we are not always 
to wait the Operations of Nature, but muſt 
ſometimes, even force her, to preferve the 
Life of the Mother, perhaps of the Child alſo : 
there being no Method of "fo ping a Flooding 
which — baffled the Art of Medicine, but by 
breaking the Membranes, and diſcharging pe | 
Waters; which Diſcharge, producing an imme- 
diate Contraction of the whole Uterus, ſtops the 
Mouths of the bleeding Veſſels: if in this 
Caſe, the Child's Head preſents fair, and the 
Pains are ſtrong, Nature will in due Time, 
relieve herſe}f ; but if there are no good Pains 3 
if the Woman is exhauſted ; or if the Breech; 
or any other Part of the Body preſents ; the 
Operator, muſt immediately proceed, in di- 
lating the Os uteri, and ſearching for the F cet, 
bring the Body along : always being cautious 
under theſe Circumſtances,” to confine the Wa- 
ters as much as: poflible, as it will be attended 
with great Difficulty, to turn a n after 
thoſe are diſcharged. 


Thoſe alſo which I. difti iſh; as a ae 
Species of Labour, being neither abſolutely na- 
tural or preternatural, are generally ranked 
in this Claſs z - fuch as when the Funis falls 
down, before the Head; or when the Placenta, 
is over the Os Uteri, "and the Head, imme- 
diately behind it. | 


The Deſcent of he Rais before the Head, i 
not an uncommon Caſe; and is almoſt always, 
dangerous to the Infant; ſince the Circulation, 
may either be ſtopped by Compreſſion, or Cold, 
if it 8 ſo low as the Or externum, or lay 

ong 
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long in the Vagino; the Operator thereſore 
— as much as poſſible, endeavour to put 8 1 
back, over the Head; which, if the Os uteri 
is ſufficiently dilated, to admit the Ends of two 
or three Fingers, may be caſdy eſtected: but 
as it will moſt commonly be forced down again, 
6 the next Pain, Care muſt be taken, to re- 

it within the Uterus, and 24 it there, 
till the Head adyances, and by filling up the 
Paſſages, prevents its Return. re there is 
a large Portion of the Funis forced down how- 
oyer, it will not always be poſlible to put it back, 
or at leaſt to retain it within the Os internum ; 
in' which Caſe, the'Child muſt be turned, and 
delivered as expeditiouſly as poſſible, to 21 a 
Chance of preſerving its Life. 


When the Funis is thus protruded, the Head 
moſt commonly reſts at the Brim of the Pelvrs, 
or is locked between the Pubes and Sacrum: and 
it deſcends generally, behind the Occiput ; it 
muſt therefore, to ſecure its Retention be put 
up over the Occiput, and if poſſible, turned in, 
and | lodged within the Pules; the Operator 
muſt riot withdraw his Haud, but keep his Fin- 
gers at the Ot uteri, and dilate it gradually, 
till the Head falls thro' it, and the Labour ad- 
Yances in the natural Ways ont rcd 


In all preternatural Caſes, the Funds is „ liable 
to deſcend ; and its Pulſation, will always af- 
ford us, an unetring Prognoſtic, of the Iufant's 
Life or Death ; t we need not except in 
breech or footling Caſes, pay the ſame Atten- 
tion to the replacing it, as when it comes down 


beſore the Head, as in thoſe Circumſtances, the 
Mo i ion 
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Motion of the Child in turning where that is 


neceſſary; will in all probability, draw it ſuf- 
fieiently back into the Uterus; | 


Floodings in the Beginning of Labour, are fre- 
quently occaſioned, the Adhæſion of the 


Placenta over, of near the Os Tinc; in which 


Caſe, the Subſtance of the Placenta, will firſt 


pteſent itſelf to the Touch: if it hes adhered 


over the Os uteri; the Woman will commonly; 
have been troubled with conſiderable periodical 
Evacuations of Blood, from the Time the Cer- 
ver utrri, began to be diſtended, or at leaſt, the 
Flooding will commence, as ſoon as the Or uteri 
begins to ſoſten and dilate ; and will then con- 
tinue, without Remiſſion, till the Labour ad- 
vances ; which muſt, if cke Loſs of Blood is con- 
fiderable; be by all Means promoted; as both 
the Life of the Mother and Child, may be in 
Danger from its Continuance. | 


If from its Adheſion near the Cirviex uteri, 


any Part of the Placenta, ſhould protrude thro” 
the Orifice, before, or at the Side of the Head : 
it muſt, as much as poſſible, be put back and 
retained, in the Manner directed, in regard to 
the Funis : but if we have Reaſon to ſuſpect, that 
the whole Bulk of it is ſeparated from the Uterus, 
or if from its Adheſion over the Orifice, the 
Loſs of Blood is very conſiderable, and the Wo- 
man ſunk or exhauſted by the Ditcharge ; the 
Waters muſt be evacuated, and the Child im- 
mediately delivered. 


Tho” the Placenta, may adhere to the Sides, 


or even to the Fundus uteri, and the Fertus pre- 
| ſent 


nee | 
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ſent fair, a Flooding of dangerous Conſequence 
may be produced, from a partial or total Sepa- 
ration of it, in the Manner before mentioned: 
when thereſore, on the Attack of Labour, either 
premature or at the full Period, a Flooding 
continues any Time, and reſiſts the Power of 
Medicine; or if aſter long Floodings, there are 
no Symptoms of Labour; or if there are ſlight 
Pains, and the Membranes are entire, - and 
Blood is at every Pain forced away, ſo that the 
Woman is exhauſted by the Diſcharges, the 
Waters muſt, as in the Gaſes before recited, be 
evacuated and the Child be delivered, as Expe- 
ditiouſly. as poſſible, to Songs. both that, and 
the Mother. When the Waters are once diſ- 
charged, the Uterus contracting itſelf, round 
the Body of the Infant, the Mouths of the 
bleeding Veſſels, are collapſed, and the Vio- 
lence ot the Flooding, is of Conſequence abated : 
and if the Woman is not too low, and the 
Child in imminent Danger, the Labour Pains 
may be waited for with Safety.

NANA HE ſecond and third Claſs, of 


TJ turning of the Child, to be delivered 
M. 352 of by the Feet. The Caſes however, 

very. materially vary, and tho' all 
thoſe of the third, are extremely Difficult, 
many that I have ranked in the ſecond Claſs, 
may be delivered, with leſs Pain and Hazard 
to the Patient, and leſs Fatigue to the Operator, 
than ſome laborious natural Labours. 


When the Membranes are broken, and any 
bulky Part of the Child, has ſo pluged up the 
Mouth of the Uterus, as to prevent the total 
Evacuation of the Waters, the Delivery may 
be facilitated by. them, thro' prog Manage- 
ment : or when the Operator on Examination, 
finds the Child a-croſs, or out of its natural Poſi- 
tion; he may by introducing his Arm, as ſoon as the 
Os uteri is ſufficiently dilated ; turn and deliver, 


with Eaſe, Safety, and Expedition; but when 


he is called to the Aſſiſtance of a Midwife, who 
has imprudently, ſuffered the Waters' to flow 
aff; and the Uterus is contracted round the Bo- 
dy of the Child, it will be atiended with great 

| | | danger 
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præternatural Labours, require the 
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Danger and Difficulty, and be very laborious 


* 


both to himſelf and his Patient. 


When a Child is to be turned; the Opera- 
tor muſt lay his Patient, in the moſt convenient 
Poſture for introducing his Hand and Arm ; 
and muſt uſe, either the right or left Arm, as 
the Cireumſtances indicate; ſometimes, it may 
be neceſſary to lay the Woman on her Back, 
but it may generally, —_ ſkilfull Hand, be 
done on either Side. The Woman muſt be 
ſupplied with Cordials, and if much exhauſted, 
a proper Anodyne muſt be adminiſtered, and * 
ſhort Reſt procured, before the Operation be 
performed; which if the Waters are all drained 
off, will indeed be very laborious : and in this 
Caſe, it will be extremely ſerviceable, to in- 
ject my = Uterus, a quantity of warm Oil, 
either eans of a'pewter Syringe, or a large 
Clyſter-Pipe and Bladder, Len . . 


To turn a Child, the Hand and Arm muſt 
de introdueed into the Vagina and Uterus, as 
high as the Middle of the Child's Body, or 
higher if the Feet cannot then be readily found'; 
in this Situation, if the Ovum is entire, the 
Arm filling up the Vagina, will prevent the 
Diſcharge of the Waters, while the Hand in the 
Uterus,” is employed, in ſearching for the Feet; 
which if the Uterus is not cloſely contracted 
round the Body of the Fetus, may be eaſily 
brought down; the Hand muſt be guided upon 
one Side of the Spine, but need not go quite ſo 
high as the Fundus uteri; if the Hand can be 
paſſed, before the Membranes are broken, the 
Feet may be brought down, at leaſt as far 3 

| the 
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the Middle of the Vagina; and if they cannot 
Jo, be readily found, and the Arm can plug up 
the Paſſage, to preyent the Diſcharge of the 
Water, the Ovum may be perforated in the 
Middle of the Uterus, and the Feet will then 
be readily found; if the Head and Shoulders 
lay pretty near the Os uteri, they muſt be gently 
lified up towards the Fundus, otherwiſe the In- 


fant, if not the Uterus, will be liable to Injury, 


from the complicated Form of its Body. 


When the Waters have been long diſcharged, 
and the Uterus is very forcibly contracted round 
the Child, the Fibres and Veſſels being in- 
flamed, may become Turgid, inſomuch, that by 
the Exertion of the neceſſary, Efforts, for the 
Turning of a Child, (eſpecially if it lays tranſ- 
veſe]ry, and the Wombis contracted round it like 
a Sheath, and the Elaſticity of the uterine Fibres, 
is. from Inflammation impaired or, deſtroyed, 
and its whole Subſtance become turgid,) it will 
be in Danger of, being Ruptured: in which 
Cale, beſide the Precaution of throwing Oil 
into the Uterus, adminiſtring an Anodyne, and 
varying the Poſture, as the Circumſtances may 
ſeem to require; we mult let an Aſſiſtant keep 
ber Hand upon the Abdomen, to make a reſiſt- 
ing Preſſure, in Proportion to the Diſtention, 
aud te- t action of the Uterus, from the Mo- 
tion of the Child after which, if the _—_ 
of. it appears Impracticable, it muſt in the by 
Method the Circumſtances will admit of, 
be extracted by. the Crotchet; for as in ſuch 
a, Situation, the Infant if not already dead, 
would probably periſh in the Delivery, our At- 
tention muſt turned, towards the Preſerva- 

tion 
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tion of the Mother only; but theſe Caſee ſel- 
dom occur, but where the proper Means of 
Delivery have been too long delayed. 


If the Arm preſents, it ſhould if poſſible, be 
returned and lodged within the Os internum; 


but if it has Jong Jain there, it may be imprac- 


ticable to return, and we muſt Paſs beyond it; 
or if it is much ſwelled, and we are ſure the 
Child is Dead, it may be neceſlary to remove 
it, in order to make Room, to get at the other 
Parts of the Body: this is a Circumſtanee how- 
ever, that does not often occur. The Head 
muſt alſo, be a little puſhed back, and the Ope- 
rator, muſt paſs his Hand over the Cheſt of the 
Child, till he finds the Feet; and then if poſſi - 
ble, graſp them both and draw them down, and 


at the ſame Time, with the other Hand, on 


the outſide of the Abdomen, gently preſs up 
the Integuments, in a contrary Direction, till 
the Breech is brought into the Farina ; 2 warm 
Cloth, muſt then be wrapt round the Legs and 
Feet, and the Buſineſs is to be compleated, in 
the Manner directed, in the Proceſs of a 
Breech Labour. ; 


When the Funis comes down immediately 
on the Irruption of the Waters, and no bulky 
Part of the Child is immediately perceived to 
fall into the Vagina, we may conclude, that 
the Child lies a-eroſs, and muſt be turned as 
ſpeedily as poſſible. If the Head, Breech, or 
Hip, preſent at the Brim of the Peluis, they 
muſt be put back, and the Child be delivered 
by the Feet. 
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When the Funis comes down, and the Abdo- 
men of the Child, is found to preſent itſelf; it 
will require Strength and Judgment, to paſs 
beyond it, and ſearch for the Feet; and the 
Hand will in this, and moſt other turning Ca- 
ſes, be ſo cramped, that the Operator will be 
greatly perplexed with the Pain, but muſt not 
therefore withdraw his Hand, but only relax 
a little from his Labour, to recover ſufficient 
Strength to proceed in the Taſk. The Hip or 
Pack, when either of thoſe Parts preſent, will 

ive the Operator equal Trouble, and put the 
Patient to as much Pain; and alſo, equal} 
endanger the Life of the Tnfant : for in thoſ 
Caſes, the Waters are almoſt always drained 
off, beſore the Operation can be proceeded on; 
and if it is forcibly contracted round the 
Body of the Child, and has been ſo fot any 
Time, there will be danger of rupturing the 
Uterus itſelf, if the Precaution of injecting Oil, 
has. been neglected, or there is not an equal 
_ conſtant Preſſure, kept upon the external 

arts. : | 


In either of the foregoing præternatural Poſi- 
tions of the Child, when the Parts, are forced 
too low into the Vagina, to be puſhed back, 
without Danger of rupturing the Uterus, the 
Delivery muſt be accompliſhed, in the beſt 
Manner the Circumſtances of the Caſe, on a 
due Conſideration of the Structure of the Parts, 
the Situation of the Patient, and the Poſition 
of the Child, can ſuggeſt to us. | 


The Hydrocephalus, or watry Head, whe- 
ther it preſents fair, 15 the Brim of the Pelvis, 
| or 
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or otherwiſe, will give the Operator a great. 
deal of Trouble, and can ſeldom be relieved 
without leſſening the Head, which, if the + 
Child has preſented. footling, will not be eaſily 
accompliſhed : however, when the Occiput 1s 
brought down to the lower Edge of the Pubes, 
the Perforators may be puſhed up, and ex- 
panded in every Direction alternately, to de- 
ſtroy the Texture of the Brain, and diſcharge 
the Waters. When the Thorax of Abdomen 
are diſeaſed, and inflated from Putrefaction, 
or are loaded with Matter or Water, they wilt 
alſo, furniſh a Cauſe of Obſtruction; on 
which Occaſion, their Contents muſt likewiſe 
be evacuated ; which may be done, by puſhing 
the Finger in at the Navel, or between the 
Ribs. | 


Either of theſe however, will be much more 
eaſily accompliſhed, than the Delivery of the 
Head, when ſevered from the Body, and Re- 
tained in the Uterus: an Accident now, leſs com- 
mon than heretofore; yet, what will ſometimes 
unavoidably happen, to the haſty, and igno- 
rant Practitioner. | | 


There have been Variety of Methods propo- 
ſed, and Inſtruments invented, for Relief in 
theſe Circumſtances; but as the moſt ſimple, 
is at all times, the moſt judicious Procedure, 
I ſhould never recommend the Uſe of any 


other Inſtrument, than the Fillet, or the 


Crotchet, locked with one Blade of the Forceps: 
it will indeed, be ſomewhat Difficult to fix 
them properly; but az the Patient to be relieved, 
not the Part to be delivered, is at thzt Time the 

Object 
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Object of our Attention; we ought certainly, 
to uſe ſuch Means only, whereby the Woman 
will be lefs expoſed to Injury or Fatigue. 


Let the Operator therefore, paſs his Finger 
into the Mouth, and draw that Part of the 
Head, as low down as he conveniently can; 
then, if he cantot paſs up the Crotchet, ſo as 
to fix it firmly without other Aſſiſtance, he may 
thruſt his Finger thro* the Integuments, from 
within the Jaw, to the outſide below the Chin, 
and paſs a Ribbon or Tape thro* the Perfora- 
tion; this may be held by an Aſſiſtant, and the 
Head ſo confined, that he may introduce, firſt 
one, and then the other Hand along the Side of 
it, to fix his Inſtruments, without Danger of 
its receding. 


In all this Variety of Operations, it is of the 
utmoſt importance, to have thePatient placed in 
ſuch an Attitude, and ſupported by ſuch Number 
of Aſſiſtants, as that ſhe cannot retract, or draw 
herſelf away from the Operator: ſhe muſt be 
cheriſhed with the beſt Aſſurances we are able 
to give her, and refreſhed at Intervals, with 
proper nouriſhing and cordial Drinks ; imme- 
diately after Delivery, an Anodyne muſt be ad- 
— 2 ſhe muſt be laid ſtrait and dry in 
her Bed, be kept very quiet; and by frequent 
Portions of diluting Drinks, be as ſoon as poſ- 
ſible thrown into a gentle Perſpiration. 


As it will ſometimes happen, that the Prac- 
titioner muſt have Recourſe to ſuch Means for 
the Preſervation of the Woman's Life, as are 
in themſelves diſguſtful, and in their Conſe- 
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quences, ſhocking to Humanity ; it will be ne- 
ceſſary on all ſuch Occaſions, to form a Judge- 
ment, as early as poſſible, on the Life or Death 
of the Infant; to preſerve which, it is our Duty 
undoubtedly, to exert every probable Means 
of Aſſiſtance, and delay the laſt Reſource, till 
the Liſe of the Mother demands our Attention: 
On the other Hand, it would be as cruel, to 
let the Patient languiſh in Miſery, a Moment, 
after the Liſe of the Infant, ceaſcs to be con- 


cerned. 


If on the Rupture of the Membranes, the 
Waters are tinged or loaded with the Mecomium, 
we may generally conclude the infant to be dead: 
but we muſt not paſs ſuch a Judgement, on the 
diſcharge of that Excrement, when it happens 
only after the Evacuation of the Waters, - But 
the moſt certain Judgement in preternatural, is 
is to be formed on the Pulſation of the Funis ; 
or in laborious natural Caſes, of the temporal 
Arteries; on the Ceſlation of which, we may 
with moral Certainty conclude, that our At- 
tention need only be confined to the Mother.

a ſecond Fætus is diſcovered; if the

There is ſeldom, Occaſion to wait, for a ſe- 
cond Labour, as is generally recommended, by 
moſt Authors ; the Child's Feet, will very rea- 
dily be found, and may be brought into the 
Pelvis, before the Membranes are broke; and 
the Waters will ſo lubricate the already diſtend- 
ed and yeilding Parts, as to make the Delivery, 
extremely eaſy. A large Child, or a ſtrait Pel- 
uy however are Exceptions to this general

ur;) will be immediately perceived, on 

the Finger only to the Os internum; or 

if the Placenta of the firſt, ſhould be forced along, 
the Operator, may form an almoſt as poſitive 
Judgement, by E one Hand on the Ab- 
domen of the Patient, as he will then feel, if 
no ſecond Fœtus remains, a hard round Tu- 
mour under the Integuments, about the ſize of 
2 Child's Head, or rather leſs, juſt above the 
Pubes; but if there be another Fœtus, the Tu- 


mour will be much larger, not ſo equal or cir- 


cumſcribed, and will riſe higher in the Abdo- 
n. 


Twins generally lay, diagonally in the Uterus, 
one below the other, ſo as not to incommode 
each other at the Os wteri, yet, when the firſt 
of two or more Children, lies a-croſs, and re- 
quires to be turned ; the Operator, muſt, when 
he diſcovers this Circumftance, be cautious, not 
to perforate, the Membranous Partition, which 
ſeparated the Children from each other, leaſt 
the Delivery ſhould. be retarded, by the Limbs 
of the one, entangling with thoſe of the other. 
But if ſuch an Accident ſhould occur, he muſt 

raſp the Feet between his Thumb and ſecond 
Finger, and ſlide the Fore Finger, up to the 
Breech, to aſſure himſelf, that thoſe Members, 


Twins 
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Twins are produced, by a double Concep- 


tion, in one Coition; but whenever theſe 
| Principia, fo unite, as to form only one Egg, 
without the diſtin Apparatus of ſeparate Mem- 
branes, the Conſequence is, the Production of 
an irregular Body, which will always, be to 
the Mother a laborious, and to the Operator, 4 
perplexing Birth. They ate Acciderits however 
which happily very ſeldom occur. | fog 


If the Children thus united, are in themſelves 
ſmall, the Pelvis capacious, if the Woman has 
before had Children, the Pains are ſtrong, and 
they preſent with their Feet, it is poſſible, they 
may be drawn along, and delivered without Se- 
paration ; but where this cannot be effected, 
and it is neceffary to the Woman's Safety, to 
produce that Separation; the Operator muſt 


proceed in that Method, the Nature of the + 


Caſe points out, as it is impoſſible to lay dowrt 
any general Rules for Practice, where there are 
indeed, but few Examples. 


It is needleſs to be prolix, on this or any 
other Head, which will as ſeldom, fall under 
the Practitioner's Notice: yet it is highly pro- 
per, to be apprized of the Pofſfibility, that we 
may not be deprived by a ſudden Surprize, of 
that preſence of Mind, which is at all Times, 
eſſentially neceſfary to the Practitioners of this 
Att. 


It is almoſt as needleſs, to ſay any thing of 
the Czfarian Operation; as there are but few 
Circumſtances, can indicate the Neceſſity of 
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it on the living Subject; which are the abſ>- 
lute Impoſſibility of dilating the Os uteri, or of 
drawing the Fetus thro' the Pelvis, either 
from its Straitneſs or Deformity, or from Diſ- 
eaſes and Tumours of the Vagina. When a 
Woman at her full Time indeed, or near it, ex- 
pires ſuddenly, or is killed by Accident, the 
Child's Life, may probably be preſerved, it the 
Operation is inſtantly performed. 


We have many Hiſtories upon Record, from 


ſuch Authority as we cannot doubt, of Wo- 


men who have ſurvived this terrible Operation ; 
which was perhaps, more frequently neceſſary, 
before the Invention of 8 whereby 
we can now . accompliſh the moſt laborious 
Births: -probably this Method, might be prac- 
tiſed before the Art of turning a . in the 
Womb, when it preſented acroſs, was uni- 
verſally known and eſtabliſhed, 


The Operation conſiſts, of a longitudinal 
Inciſion thro* the Integuments and Muſcles of 
the Abdomen, the Peritenæum, and the Uterus 
itſelf, The Inciſion, is to be made on the Left 
Side, beginning from the Height of the Navel, 
but about four 13 ſurther back, and extend- 
ing, almoſt to the Groin; firſt thro' the Cuts 
into the Membrana adipoſa, the Muſcles muſt 
then be ſlowly and cautiouſly diſſected, and 
the Peritonzum alſo, very deliberately perfo- 
rated, leſt + the Inteſtines ſhould be 1njured : 
the Womb itſelf, is next to be opened in the 
ſame Manner, and the Fetus, with the Placen- 
ta and Membranes, immediately extracted. 


The 
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the Contraction of the Uterus, will prevent an 


conſiderable Hzmorhage from that Part, but t 


Loſs of Blood from the. external Wound will 
be very conſiderable. The Wound is to be ſewed 
up with the interrupted Suture, after abſorbing 
with a Spunge, all the Blood and watry Humours 
from the Abdomen ; and a proper Space muſt be 
left, for the conſequent Diſcharges, at the low- 
er Part of the Inciſion, which is to be dreſſed 
in the common Way, andthe Patient treated, 
as after the Performance of any other capital 
Operation,

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The Knowledge of the mechanical Laws and 
Progreſs of Labour, is therefore indiſpenſibly ne- 
ceſſary to all who devote themſelves to the Practiſe 
of this Art: in fine, an Accoucheur without this 
Knowledge can never be capable of aſſiſting Na- 
ture, when any Accident happens to impede the 
Execution of the fundamental mechanical Prin- 


ciples impoſed by the CREATOR. 


The Means of attaining this Knowledge, is 
to make ourſelves perfectly acquainted with the 
Circumſtances, which invariably occur in the 
common Courſe of Labours ; as it requires no leſs 
ſcientific Knowledge to determine when Nature 
is ſuſſicient of herſelf, to accompliſh her Work, 
than to aſſiſt her properly, when ſhe is not.

L aborious Labours, are more frequent, and 
often more perrilous, both to the Woman and 
Child, than præternatural; of all præternatural 
Labours, the Breech is the eaſieſt and ſafeſt, and 
is ſeldom attended with any Danger to Mother or 
Child, unleſs it happens in a firſt Labour; the 
Hazzard of lacerating the Perinæum only excepted. 


In all laborious and præturnatural Caſes, 
our perfect Knowledge of the Structure of the 
Parts, is of the utmoſt Conſequence, fince the 
Bulk and Poſition of the Fatus, as well as the 
Form of the Pelvis, will greatly influence the 
Nature of ſuch Deliveries. 


As the inſtrumental Method of Delivery, is 
never to be uſed but in Caſes of Extremity z 
the Precaution of Concealment is unneceſſary, 
however ſtrongly Smellie and other Practitioners, 
recommend that Conduct; and it would be more 
to the Reputation of the Operator, to declare 
that Neceſſity; and refer it to the Patients 
Friends, either to rely on his Judgment, or to 
call in the Aſſiſtance of another, for a Conſul- 
tation on the Caſe. This Precaution is indiſ- 
penſibly neceſſary, where the Infant's Life is to be 
Sacrificed. | | 


Previous 
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Previous to the Uſe of the Forceps, let the 
Contents of the NReltum and Bladder be eva- 
cuated ; if the Woman herſelf cannot force off 
her Urine, the Catheter, ſhould be introduced, 
otherwiſe the Bladder will be liable to an in- 
durable Injury, either in paſſing them, or ex- 
tracting the Child, if it is any thing diſtended 

with Water. 


The Os internum, mult be fully dilated, and 
almoſt wholly obliterated, before any inſtru- 
ments are attempted to be introduced: they 
muſt be directed as nearly as poſſible, in an ima- 
ginary ſtrait Line, between the Navel and Scro- 
biculus Cordis; and we muſt always guard a- 
gainſt the too ſudden Delivery of the Head. | 


The ſudden Delivery of the Child, almoſt 
always ruptures the Foiurchett, ſometimes lace- 
rates the Perincum; happily however theſe Ac- 
cidents are generally healed by the firſt Intention: 
There are three other Circumſtatices that me- 
nace a Laceration of thoſe Parts, beſides the in- 
ſtrumental Method of Delivery, from which 
they are always in danger. The firſt is, when 
the Occiput preſents, and the Face as it advan- 
ces, does not take its turn into the Hollow of 
the Sacrum, or the Opening below the Pubes :

It is neceflary to bring out the Head with an

In præternatural Caſes, the nearer the Head 
and Shoulders are to the Os internum, or lower

In all præternatutal Cafes, particularly when

When a Child is to be turned, the Operatormult,

Nothing is more frequent, than flight faint- 
ings after Delivery, when the Diſcharges have 
even been moderate only ; but theſe are of no 
Conſequence, unleſs the Pulſe ſinks, the Ex- 
tremities grow cold, and, a clammy cadaverous 
Sweat, and palid Countenance, overſpreads the

Faintings, where the Pulſe ſinks but little, and 
the Colour remains, are eaſily enough removed, 
by the common Methods, with Volatile Salts 
and drops, or a ſmall Draught of cold Water 
mixed with Wine.

During the whole Time of Uterine Geſtation, 
the Os and Cervtx Uteri, act as Antagoniſts to 
the Body and Fundus; in the ſame Manner, as 
tie ſphincter Muſcle of the Bladder, is an An- 
tagoniſt to the Muſculus detruſſor Urine ; which 
has not Power to overbalance the Sphincter, 
till diſtended to a certain Degree: without this 
peculiar Mechaniſm, the Fruit of the Womb, 
would oftner be thrown off, before it arrived 
to its proper Maturity and hence it happens, 
that when the Cervex uteri, has been weakened 
by frequent Abortions ; that it is Difficult, for 
# Woman to recover ſufficient Strength, tv 
carry her Burthen to the Period of Geſtation.

From the Moment the Labour commences, 
the Fundus and Body of the Uterus, become on 
the other Hand, as powerfully Antagoniſts, to 
the Neck and Orifice: the Contraction of the 
Fundus, aſſiſts the Dilatation of the Os Tincæ, by 
the Protruſion of the Membranes, or Head of 
the Fetus : and continues its propeling Efforts, 
not only till the Child, but the Secundines alſo,

Towards the End of Geſtation, theſe Com- 
plaints, are moſt troubleſome ; ſometimes the 
whole Body will be conſiderably bloated, and 
ſometimes one Side only will be affected, or at 
leaſt more tumefied than the other: theſe are ra- 
ther to be deemed Inconveniencies than real Diſ- 
eaſes, as they are ſeldom (unleſs in very bad ha- 
bits) productive of ill Conſequences : bleeding 
is in general, highly improper, though recom- 
mended by ſome Authors; gentle Diuretics, and 
mild Purgatives, at proper Intervals, with ary

Suppteſſion and Incontinence of Urine. 


The urinary Bladder will be differently af- 
feted by the Diſtention, of the Uterus, at diſ- 
ferent Periods of Geſtation. In the 'earlier 
Months, before the Fundus uteri can have riſen 
above the Brim of the Pelvis, a Difficulty, or 
total. Suppreſſion of Urine,, will be toned 
by its Breſlure on the Neck of the Bladder, 
which will ſometimes even require the Aſſiſtance 
of the Catheter. This inconvenience will 
ſometimes continue ſeveral Days, and be 57 
troubleſome; and as the Obſtruction depends 
only on che. Preſſure of the Uterus, Medicine 
will here avail but little; the milder Diuretics 
may however be tried, eſpecially if the Urine be 
only obſtructed, not wholly tuppreſſed; but the 
readieſt and moſt rational Method of Relief, is 
to dra the Water off once in twelve or twenty 
four Hours, till by the Riſing of the Uterus aboye 
that Part, the Preſſure on the Neck of the 
Bladder, and of Conſequence the Inconveni- 
ence, is removed. .

Suppreſſions of the-Lochiz. 


On the other Hand, as alarming Symptoms, 
and as ſatal Conſequences may ariſe, from a 
Suppreſſion of the common and neceſſary Dif- 
charges, which ſhould therefore, by all prudent 
and neceſſary Means be properly promoted. 


A Suppreſſion of the Lochiz, will produce an 
intenſe and raging Fever, with acute Pains in 
the Head, Loins, Stomach, Bowels, and Ex- 
tremities; a great Thirſt, Anxiety, and Op- 
preſſion of Spirits, and will ſometimes alſo, ter- 
minate in Madneſs. The febrile Symptoms, 
the ſpaſmodic and hyſteric Affections, indicate 
as they riſe, their Method of Cure. In the 
former, bleeding will be neceſlary, with the fa- 
line and nitrous febrifuge Medicines z in the 
latter, a Bliſter, with the nervous and antiſpaſ- 
modic Remedies. Under all Circumſtances, ' 
the Perſpiration is to be plentifully promoted, 
and the ſuppreſſed Diſcharges properlyre-excited; 
but in this Intention we muſt be cautious not to 
employ too ſtimulating Medicines, leſt we ſhould 
rather aggravate than mitigate the Symptoms, 
The Elixir, or Pulvis e. myrrh. c. may be uſed 
in ſmall Doſes on this Occaſion. Where the 
Pulſe is very rapid, diluting Drinks, and where 

| languid, 
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linguid, a grateful Cordial muſt be occaſionally 
adminiſtered: Fomentations to the Abdomen, 
and Gliſters alſo will be Extremely uſeful, and 
in obſtinate Watchings, or Want of Beſt, an 
Anodyne may be neceſſary, or a Galbanum 
Plaiſter, with a Proportion of Opium, applied 
to the Navel, wi:l not only relieve the Pain 
and Tenſion of the Abdomen, but alſo pro- 
mote the ſuppreſſed Diſcharges : generally in 
theſe caſes, the Uterus is inflamed, and diſtens- 
ed, either with Coagula, or Air accumulated 
by the Neglect of keeping proper Cloths to the 
external Parts, and ratified by the Heat of the 
Body; a conſiderable Tumor, will be felt. by 
laying the Hand on the Abdomen, towards the 
Solution of which, the Plaiſter above mentioned 
will greatly contribute. Ty 
Lochial Fever, 

The Pulſe is generally full and ſtrong, for two 
or three Hours alter Delivery, if it continues ſo 
for ſix Hours, there is Danger of a Lochial-fe- 
ver; to prevent which, too much Care cannot 
be taken to keep the Woman proper cover'd 
tor the firſt four or five Days; as the Checking 
the Perſpiration may be productive of miſchie- 
vous Conſequences. In warm Weather Women 
are apt-to keep their Arms out of Bed, and to 
toſs and tumble about, which ſhould be avoid- 
ed.

The Lochial- fever, is a truly dangerous and 
perplexing Mallady; it proceeds generally from 
violent AﬀteRions of the Mind, as Grief, Deſ- 


pondency, &c, from the drinking of ſtrong 
E e | Liquors, 
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Liquors, or Caudle too highly ſpiced ; from ob- 
ſtructed Perſpiration, and Evacuations. The 
Sym are moſt commonly, a flow creeping 
Pulſe, which afterwards becomes very quick ; 
fometimes the Pulfe is quick at firſt, ac) dow 
afterwards ; in ſome they are quick, full, 
and ſtrong in others, quick, with alternate 
Heats and Shiverings, Pains in the Belly, 
Breaſts, and Sides; a Cough, a dry Skin, and 
Hardneſs of the Abdomen. | 


If the Fever continues or encreaſes, the Ab- 
domen ſwells and becomes tenſe, and ſometimes 
ſo extremely fore and painful, that the Woman 
eah hardly beat the -cloaths to touch it, or 
even a Warm eloth to be applied: if theſe Symp- 
toms encreaſe, the inflamed Uterus becomes pu- 
trid and diſcharges a fœtid ſanies, and by the 
fourth Day the Fevet becomes quite of the pu- 
trid Kind: now, if not before ſome violent 
Pains come on, in the Arms, and Thighs, 
fuceerded by a Diſtolouration of the Skin, occa- 
honed by the blood corroding and ſtagnating in 
the Veſſels: then follows a Delirium, Symp- 
tomatic Stools, or ſweats that become colliqua- 
tive: the Viſcera in general are affected, and a- 
bout the ſeventh Day, the Patient dies, 


Lochial-fevers, ariſing from Aﬀections of the 
Mind or irregular Living, uſually prove fatal ; 
when from taking Cold, and checking the Per- 
ſpiration, if the Patient be of a good Conſtitu- 
tion, and is careful of herſelf at the Approach 
of the Diſorder, there are Hopes that ſhe may do 
well; eſpecially, if the Lochiæ are not wholly 
ſuppreſs'd, and ſhe has but flight Pains = _ 
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Sides and Abdomen, but if the Pains are violent 
and continue longer than twenty four, or thirty 
Hours, there is conſiderable Danger. | 


If the Fever goes on till the third or fourth 
Day, and then violent Pains come on in the 
Arms, Thighs, &c. (reſembling thoſe of the 
Rhumatiſm) attended with colliquative Stools, 
| wp &c. the Complaint generally proves 
mortal. 


The Lochial-fever proceeding from obſtructed 
Perſpiration, is beſt reliev'd by Spermaceti 
Draughts and ſmall Doſes of Laudanum, with a 
few Grains of Contrayerva. Emollient Glyſters to 
foment the Bowels ate very uſeful, ſometimes a 

ntle Laxative may be added to them ; or a few 
| _ of toaſted Rhubarb, with Nutmeg may do 

good; Fomentations on the Abdomen are likewiſe 
of great Service, the Patient muſt be kept warm 
and well covered and have frequent Draughts of 
warm ; Broths and Grewels; as the moſt likely 
Method to ſucceed in che Cure of this Fever, is 
to promote a gentle eaſy Sweat. 


Tho' this Diſorder is of the Inflamatory Kind, 
it ſeldom will bear to be treated as fuch, for 
which Reaſon, unleſs the Pains are very great, 
we ſhould not Bleed, at leaſt for the frit eigh- 
teen or twenty Hours. Women after their 

Labour generally bear bleeding better than thoſe 
who have had many Children: the Pulſe on a 
nice Obſervation, will ſeldom be found tenſe, tho 
quick and full, but is moſt commonly weak 
and .undulating ; nervous and hyſterical Wo- 
men cannot bear the Lo of much Blocd, where

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fore, when it is neceſſary to bleed ſuch Patients 

the Quantity at firſt taken away, ſhould be ſmallł. 
In ſhort, this will hold good in all Conſtitutions 
in general, where this Diſorder occurs; as it is 
not certain that diſeaſes of the Viſcera are re- 
lieved by this Evacuation: and if Veneſection is 
uſed after the third Day, unlefs the Pains are 
violent, the Pulſe ſtrong, and the inflammatory 
Symptoms run high, it is generaly prejudicial. 


The French often bleed four Hours after De- 
livery, but as it isa very — Operation 
to many Patients, it is 'a Practice by no Means 
to be followed; for as it is generally ſuppoſed 
that Blood enough is loſt after Delivery, if the 
Patient were to die, from any Cauſe whatever, 
the Cataſtrophe would be aferibed to the Bleed- 
ing: yet this Evacuation, is ſometimes highly 
neceſſary, after the firſt Day of this Fever, and 
has frequently been of the moſt ſingular Service: 
in general, the Pains in the Side or Abdomen 
are the moſt material Indications for the Loſs of 
Blood, which if not too copious can ſeldom do

About the third or fourth Day, a febrile 
Commotion is excited in the Blood, by an 
Abundance of Chyle, accumulated: and ſecreted 
in the Breaſts, for the Support of the Infant. 
If the Symptoms run high, and occaſion a Sup- 
preſſion of the Lochiæ, the Conſequences may 
be fatal, if not properly regarded, as the re- 
dundant Fluids may be obſtructed in one or ather 
of the principal Viſcera, and thereby lay the 
Foundation of various troubleſome and danger- 
ous Diſeaſes. i VAI eee 

The Milk- fever, when troubleſome, arise 
ſrom nearly the ſame Cauſe as the Lochial, 
and requires much the ſame. Treatment ; the 

Flowing of the Milk ſhould be promoted till 
the fourth cr fitth Day when the Dauger of 
the Fever is over, it may be repelled wich Safety. 


A Pain in the Head, Back, and Stomach, 
with Nauſea and Rigors precede, and a Ten- 
ſion and Tumefaction of the Breaſts, extending 
to the Axillæ, accompany this Fever; which 
ſcldom however, continues longer than two ar 
three Days, and goes off .in a-Sweat, proper-

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tionabie to the $ymptoms that preceded it. Gen- 
the Cordials, abſorbent and antiacid Medicines, 
with the milder Diaphorctics, and Uterines, if 
indicated, may be adminiſteted 3 the Diet muſt 
be light and flender, the Excretion of the Urine 
Qhould- be moderately promoted, and the Con- 
tents of the Rectum ſoftened and diſcharged, 


But the readieſt Cure of this, (in ſome De- 
| gree, neceſſary) Fever, is in the Diſcharge of 
the Milk from the Breaite, ſor which Reaſon, 
thoſe Women, who propoſe to ſuckle their 
Children, ſhould be directed to put the Infant 
to the Breaſt, in twelve, or at fartheſt twenty 
four Hours, after Delivery, as this will fre- 
quently prevent the Supetvening of many dan- 
gerous and perplexing Symptoms; thoſe who 
do not, ſhould in due Lime, have Recourſe to 
proper Repellents; ſuch as Embrocations of 
camphorated Spirits of Wine, with Tinct. of 
Myrr. or Oil, as the Caſe may indicate; and 
when the Milk begins to diſperſe, Diacilon 
Plaiſters may be applied; and a Stool ſhould 
de procured, perhaps ſomewhat ſooner than 
might otherwiſe be neceſſary. 


Eruptive Fever.

The Puſtules do not 
commonly appear, till the tenth or eleventh 
Day from the Beginning, and never decline till 
the eighteenth, and ſometimes, when the Cauſe 
is very predominant, continue till the twenty-

This Fever is frequently attended with Che- 
hie, nephritic, rheumatic, ot pleuritic Pains, or 
ſometimes Throes, 'reſembling © thoſe” of La- 
bour, with an Oppreſſion of the Breaſt, an al- 
ternate Sinking und Hurry of che Spirits, Reſt- 
leſsneſs, Want of Sleep, and à Tow, quick 
Pulſe; a Want of Breath and Oppreſſon of

Prolapfes 
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Prolapſus Uteri. 


The Procedentia, or Prolapſus Uteri, will 
ſeldom admit of any Cure, but in the Reduction 
and Retention of the Part. The temporary 
Reduction, is a Matter of no great Difficulty; 
but it will not, without the Uſe of the Peſſary, 
be retained in the Pelvis. Of theſe Machines, 
there are ſundry Sorts, but the more common 
are the flalk and ring Peſſary, by either of 
which, the Uterus may be ſuſpended, and b 
ſtrengthening the general Conſtitution, by — 
ſating and corroborating Food, and Medicines, 
and by conſtringing the Parts by proper Injec- 
tions, the Cure may in Time be effected. 


Sometimes the inner Membrane of che Va- 


gina only, forms the Tumor, and the Os Tin- 


cx deſcends only to the outer Orifice, but ſome- 
times the whole body of the Vagina is protruded, 
while the Uterus falls down within the Tumor, 
which is very large, and appears without the 
Labiæ, with the Os uteri in its Centre: In this 
Caſe the Tumor will be often excoriated, and 
even ulcerated by the Urine which muſt flow

the Symptoms of this Stagnation. Repellents 
may be fuſt tried, as the volatile Liniment,

Lacerations, 

We have before obſerved, that Lacerations 
of the Os uteri, will ſeldom, if conſiderable, 
admit of a Cure, as there is no Poſſibility of 
applying. topical Remedies to the Part, unleſs 
it were ſmall Pledgets of Lint, dipped in a 
Mixture of Ol. Hyperici, and Ung, alth. up the

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After theſe Accidents, an ugly fœtid Diſcharge 
will follow the common Evacuations, which 
will be eaſieſt cured, if it does not ceaſe by the

injected on the Part. 


When the Perinæum has been much lacerated, 
and the Edges'of the Wound have not re-united, 
but have been healed over in that ſeparated 
State, the Woman will hardly eſcape from far- 
ther Injury at every ſubſequent Labour : we 
ſhould therefore when theſe Accidents occur to 
us, or. we are conſulted when they have hap- 
ned to others, in any great Degree, have 
ecourſe to the Needle; and it would be an 
Experiment worth trying, to endeavour to briu 
about a Re-union of the Parts, by taking 
the Edges, as in the Operation for the Hair-lip, 
and drawing them together with a Suture, if a 
Woman who has had this Misfortune, could be 
prevailed on to ſubmit to it. We muſt always 
remember, that after ſuch an Accident, the 
Parts are liable to farther Injury, and muſt 
therefore act with great Caution, when we are 
called to a Patient under ſuch Circumſtances, 


Scirrhous and Polypoſe Tumours. 


From Lacerations of the Os uteri, or fome- 
times from other Cauſes, a Kind of Tumour 
may ariſe, of a polypoſe or ſcirrhous Nature, 
which, if it he fo detached from the Parts as 
to be pendulous in the Vagina, may by the 
Means of a Ligature, be happily extirpated ; 
but if more irregular, or extended round = 

whole 
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whole Orifice, will indeed, be difficult of Cure. 
The truly ſcirrhous 'Tumgur will rarely admit 
of any relief; as it moſt commonly degenerates 
into a cancerous Ulcer, which, from the Pain 
it excites, impairs the Conſtitution, and in the 
End, deſtroys. it. In theſe Caſes, Medicine 
will ſeldom do more than palliate the Urgency 
of the Symptoms ; detergent Injections how- 
ever, may be tried, and anodyne and detergent 
Medicines, blended with Balſamics may be uſed. 


The polypoſe and ſcirrhous Tumours, 
are commonly hard, indolent, and free from 
Pain, but will 
rate into Ulcers or cancerous Sores, which are 
extremely painful. A ſcirrhous Tumour yields 
an uneaſy Senſation, and Weight in the Hypo- 
gaſtric gion, when the Patient ſtands or 
walks, Difficulty of lying on the oppoſite Side, 
if the Tumour be partial; Preſlure on the 
Rectum or Bladder, in Proportion as which 
Side of the Os uteri is moſtly affected, and a 
Pain, when lying in any other Poſture than on 
the Back. "The Menſes are moſt commonly 
ſuppreſſed, or very pale and in ſmall Quantity, 
though ſometimes there will be a iderable 
and dangerous Hzmorrhage. _ 


Broths, with Eryngo and Aſparagus Roots, 
with Agrimony, Pimpernel, Water Creſſes, 
and other Vegetables of that Claſs, may be 

iven when the Tumour is ſmall, recent, 
and void of Pain, with the tartarous, chalybe- 
ate, and vitriolic Salts in large and frequent 
Doſes; Baths alſo, may be of Service. We 
had Reaſon to flatter ourſelves, from Dr, Stert's 
recom · 


ſometimes ſuppurate and degene- 
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recommendation of the Cicuta, that a Specific 
was at laſt diſcovered, for the Cure of this 
terrible and deſtructive Malady, but the Event 
has by no Means anſwered our Expectation. 
In the Beginning the Hemlock may perhaps do 
ſomething, but we can by no Means rely upon 
it, when the Diſcaſe has continued any Time, 
or has made any conſiderable Progreſs; it 
ſhould not however be abſolutely rejected, as it 
may ſometimes happen, that a Medicine may 
ſucceed in one particular Conſtitution, that.has 
failed in a thouſand others. 


Cancers, 


Theſe Tumors, in Time degenerate into 
abſolute Cancers ; the Skin that covers them 
grows' thinner and thinner, till by Degrees, a 
Fiſſure is made, the Lips of which are retorted, 
and it diſcharges an Ichor, or acrimonious Sero- 
ſity, and is ſurrounded by a looſe, fungous Fleſh ; 
the Matter diſcharged from it never becomes 
Pus : a putrid Sanies, ſomething ſimilar to this 
Ichor, will be. evacuated from an Ulcer of the 
Uterus, where the corrupted Surface is pretty 
conſiderable, ' and this alſo, is an almoſt incu- 
rable Diſorder. . | 


It is not in the Power of Medicine to do 
-more than palliate in this Caſe : Narcotics muſt 
therefore be freely uſed ; the Body mult be ſome- 
times gently purged, and if the Menſes are 
ſuppreſſed, the Patient ſhould now and then loſe 
a little Blood: all Fleſh Meat and Sauces are 
bad ; the Milk Diet ſhould be rigidly obſerved, 
unleſs now and then varied with a vegetable

Herniæ. 


From too great and unneceſſary Force exert- 
ed, in the Time of Labour, an Exomphalos, 
or a Herniz Inguinalis may be produced, to pte · 
vent which, we muſt always caution our Patients 
not to exert themſelves too much, though it is ne- 
ceſſary in the Time of Pain, that they ſhould 
aſſiſt the propelling Effort, as much as their 
Strength will ſafely allo. | 


The Exomphalos is an : Inconvenience, that 
will admit.only of a palkative Cure, by means 


of a Compreſs and proper, Bandages: the Pa- 


tient ſo afflicted, ſhould be rather abſtemious, 
nſe but little Exerciſe, and keep her Body cool 
and open; and in the Agonies of any future 
Labour, ſhould have the Tumaur properly fup- 
ported and compreſſed during the Pains, and 
after Delivery be kept low. and quiet, leſt. an 
Inflammation ſhould. be excited, which under 
fuch Circumſtances, might be fatal, 


The Hernia Tuguinalis, is ſeldom fo dangerous.

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Imperfections and Diſeaſes of Infants. 


NFANTS are frequenty born with 
Diſeaſes or Imperfections, that re- 
quire the Aſſiſtance of Medicine, or 
F become the Subjects of Chirurgical 

88 they are ſometimes 
ſtrangely marked and mutilated; and from the 
Nature of their Food, and Delicacy of their 
Frame, are ſubject to the Accumulation of viſ- 
cid, pituitous, and acid Phlegm, which gives 
riſe to many painful and dangerous Symptoms. 


- The Aperture of the Anus, and in Girls the 
Meatus Urinarius, has been found impervious, 
and covered by a thin Membrane, which is to 
be punctured with a Lancet as ſoon as diſcover- 
ed, that the natural Evacuations may not be 
impeded : but ſometimes theſe Impediments may 
depend on Cauſes too remote to be diſcovered 
by the Eye ; and therefore, beyond the Power 
of Art or Medicine to remove, 


From a Defe& or Luxuriance of Offification, 
or from long Preſſure and Confinement, the In- 
fant's Head will ſometimes, carry the Appear- 
ances of Miſconformation. In the former Caſe, 
the Fontanelle, and all the Sutures, will be

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very large and open; in the ſecond, the Bones 
will ride over each other, and in the laſt Caſe, 
the Head will be moulded into a Sugar - loaf form,

Neither of theſe can of. themſelves be pro- 
ductive of any material 8 and are all of them 
to be cured, by proper Friction and Bandages :. 
When the Scalp is tumified however, it will 
frequently produce ſome 1 Inconveni- 
ences, and will require the Application of Ca- 
taplaſms, or Liniments, of a repelling or ſup- 

purating Nature: They will ſometimes require 
the Affiltance of the Lancet, or may perhaps pro- 
duce a Mortification. The Head therefore, 
when it has thus fuffered from the Progreſs of 
the Labour, ſhould be well waſhed in Brandy or 
rectified Spirits. Common Excoriations of the 
Head or other Parts, from the Effects of any 
Exertion in the Birth, will be eaſily cured b 
waſhing with cold Water, and drying them well. 
with a little good Starch-Powder; which Me- 
thod, will alſo beft ſucceed in the common Ex- 
coriations to which Infants are ſubject; or a 
little Tutty or Lapis Callaminaris may be uſed 
on thele Occaſions ; or if the Parts are much in- 
flamed and inclinable to a Diſcharge of. Matter, 
a little Spermaceti Ointment may be neceſlary ; 
in moſt of thefe Caſes the Nurſes are apt to uſe 
Gerufe, which is rather a pernicious Practice. 


There 
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There is ſcarce any Diſeaſe or Disfiguremant 
an Infant can be born with more diſguſtful or 
fatal than a Spina-Biffida; which is a Pete of 
the Poſterior Proceſſes of the Back- bone, com- 
plicated with an external Tumour, whereby 
the great Nerve is robbed of its Defence, and is 
only covered by the Integuments and Fluid of 
the Tumour. Few of thele ſurvive long, as 
there is no Cure, and the breaking of the 
Tumour, is almoſt always immediate Death. 
Thoſe however, who do live under this Misfor- 
tune, are generally Idcots. and in perpetual 
Danger of ſudden Death, | 


Every other Species of Mutilation from what- 
ever Cauſe, is cqually incurable; but the Diſ- 
tortion of the Hands, or Feet, may ſometimes, 
by proper Bandages be relieved. he watery 
Head, and the total want of the Cranial Bones 
are equally ſhocking and incurable, A partial 
Defect of either of the Bones, which will ſome- 
times happen, may be eaſily cured by proper 
Compreſſion to keep down the protruding Con- 
tents of the Skull, which would otherwile reſift, 
and perhaps, retard the Progreſs of Oſſification. 


At the Foatanelle alſo, the Cerrebrum may be 


protruded, which is equally incurable with 
either of the foregoing Defects, 


Male Infants are ſometimes born with In- 
guinal Ruptures, hence called Hernia Conge- 
nita; the Cure is ſimple and eaſy: The In- 
teſtine is to be reduced and ſufpended. To 
effect which, it may be neceſſary to ſoften and 
relax the Parts with a Cataplaim, or oily Lini- 
ments; and afterwards, to apply a Bandage,

plaiſter: let the bowels be firſt emptied by a

Hydrocephalus. 


An Hydrocephalus (according to Boer haave) 
may either ariſe from a ſordid Collection of 
Water, between the externa! Integuments; be- 
tween thoſe and the Cranium; between the 
Cranium and Membranes of the Brain; between 
theſe membranes. aud their Duplicatures; be- 
tween thoſe Duplicatures and the Brain; be- 
tween the Foldings of the Brain itſelf; arid 
laſtly, in ts Cavities: but yet without produce 
ing immediate Death. 4 e : 

Thus it appears, that though a native Hy- 
drocephalus is ſpeedily mortal, an adventitious 
one, is not; as he informs us, that every one 
of theſe Species, but the laſt, may be cured, by 
gentle Cauterization, -Ferrebration, or Punc- 
ture, prudently and cautiouſly ptactiſed; exhi- 
bibiting, at the ſame Time, Hydrogogues and 
Corroboratives, internally. He tells us alſo, 
they are to be removed, by the external Appli- 
cation of Diſcutients. This Diſcaſe 2 
preceeds, or accompanies the Rickets: and 
cannot help thinking, the Attempt to cure 
would be fruitleſs, except in thoſe Caſes where 
the Water is without the Cranium. 


Ulcer and Protruſion of the Navel. 
The Funis moſt commonly dries and falls off 


about the fifth, or ſixth Day, ſometimes ſooner : 
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but will now and then remain for a Fortnigbt 
or three Weeks; in which Caſe, there Will 
frequently enſue a pufulent Ulcer, or a Protru- 
ſion of the Part; the former, is to be healed by 
the milder Digeſtives ; the latter, to be confined 
by a proper IHE with a ſmall Compreſs, 
or a Shilling ſewed in a broad Tape, and worn

Tumefaction of the Breafls. 


The Breaſts of young Infants, will ſometimes 
accumulate a milky Serum, and be very-much 
inflamed ; turgid, and painful: in which Cafe 
it will be ſometimes neceſſary to apply à ſoft 
Poultice ; but a Liniment of Linſeed Oil and 
Wax, will moſt commonly ſoften and repel the 
Tumour, which ſhould never, if it can poſſi- 
bly be avoided, (eſpecially in a Girl) be ſuffer

The Throat, Stomach, and Intsſtines of the 
Feœtus, are loaded with a viſcid Mucus, which 
in the lower Parts is extreamly tenacious, and of 
a proſound green, or rather blackiſh Colour; 
this in Term of Art, is called the Mecomium, 
and to the Retention of this Excrement, is o- 
jog molt of the Diſeaſes, if not all, that afflict 
Infants, ſhortly after their Birth: ſome few in- 
deed, may be born with convulſive, or epileptic 
Symptoms, ariſing from the long Com,, 1effon 
of the Head, the Deliczcy of the nervous Syſ- 
tem, or ſome other inſcrutable Cauſe. But theſe 
are not very frequent, and few. of chem long 
_ ſurvive, In ſuch Caſes, a ſmall Bliſter between 
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the Shoulders, may be of ſervice; though it 
is ſomething ridiculous to apply them promiſcu-

may not, require it; the Complaints that

When this Viſcid Phlegm in the firſt Paſſ-

"Tumour and Tenſion of the Abdomen, ſevere 


Gripes, Conyulſions, and epileptic Spaſms : all 
which Symptoms will readily diſappear, on ad- 
miniſtering a Glyſter, or gentle Purgative, with 
proper Doſes of Alkaline Abſorbents.

This 
Species of Inflammation moſt frequently follows, 
the Suppuration of the Funis, and in that Caſe, 
generally Mortifies, and deſtroys the Infant. 


Red-Gum, 


| Moſt Infants, ſoon after their Birth, have a 
fmall cutaneous Eruption ; to which the old 
Women have given the Name of Red-Gum. 

The Pimples are generally very ſmall, and of a 
deep Red, or inflammatory Colour, and ſome- 
times come out in Cluſters all over the Body; 
though generally moſt conſpicuous on the Face, 
Neck, and Extremeties. It is neceſſary to pro- 
mote this Eruption, hy mild Cordials, and cor- 
rect the general acidity of the Humours, from 
which it may ariſe, by Alkaline Abſorbents, or 
fmall Doſes of neutral Salts; ſometimes, a few 
Grains of the pulv. Cont. comp. may be of

It is uſual alſo, for Infants, a few Weeks (and 
fometimes a few Days only) after their Birth, to 
be afflicted with the Thruſh, or ſmall round, ſu- 
perficial Ulcerations, of the Lips, Mouth, Fau- 
ces, &c. chiefly on the Extremeties of the ex- 


eretory Ducts, from the Salival Glands, or thoſe 


which ſcerete the ordinary Mucus of thoſe 


Parts, 
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Parts, and of the Stomach and Iuteſtines, which 


are alſo affected by this Diſorder. 


When theſe apthoſe Ulcerations appear in 
ſolitary Puſtules, on the Tongue, Lips, &c. 
and are white, pellucid, or almoſt of the Colour 
of Pearl; they have no great Degree of Ma- 

lignity, and will eaſily be cured ; but when 
they ſeem to ariſe from the Stomach, appearing 
at the Fauces, and ſpreading upwards, to the 
Mouth, with a thick tenacious Cruſt, or are of 
an opague Nature, they are more malignant ; 
but if brown, yellow, or livid, they are more 
fo; and if black, are commonly mortal. 


The Apthz is occaſioned by the preddminant 
Acid in the Prime-Viz, vellicating the exere- 
— Ducts of the Glands, before mentioned 3 
or by the viſcidity ot the Humours 2 
them, and deſtroying their Functions. Thus 
the Orifices of the lacteal Veſſels, may be ul- 
cerated, or obſtructed, by this acidity, or viſ- 
cid Phlegm, 7s to be rendered inactive, or uſe- 
Teſs fora Time; and the Conſtitution, will of 
courſe, . be deprived of its due Nouriſhment ;

The Indications of Cure therefore, are evident- 
ly theſe ; to correct the predominant Acid; to 
purge off the viſcid Phlegm; and to ſeparate the 
renacious incruſtations of the Ulcers. The firſt 
Intention will be anſwered, by the teſtaceous 
Abſorbents, or Solutions of the fixed Alkaline 
Salts ; in the ſecond, a ſew Grains of Rhubarb, 

with 
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With a Grain of Cinnamon in Powder, and 2 
table Proportion of Magneſia, may be ad- 
miniftered ; and oily balſamic Emuſſions, ot 
Broths, and thin Gti be, with an emolljent 
{Jlyſter or two, at proper Intervals, may be uſed 
to affiſt the Separation of the puttrid Sloughs. 
The Mouth may be cleaned by cloths in 
Sage-tea, or mild Solutions of Allum or Borax,

Dyſentery. 


The foregoing Difeaſe is moſt frequently pre- 
teeded; or followed by a purulent Kind of Dy- 
fentery, called the Watery-Gripes, arifing from 
the fame predominant Acid, to which almoſt 
a! the Difeafes of Infants owe their Origin: 
the Stools will be very copious, frequent, thin, 
and acrid ; they will frequently excoriate the 
Party about the Fundament, and the Thighs 
alſo, if the Clouts are not ſpeedily removed: 
2 are accompanied with windy EruRtations, 
and ate thrown off ſometimes, with great velo- 
City. 


In this Caſe, there is probably an Obſtruc- 
tion In the pancreatic, or hepatic Ducts, which 
vecaſions a deficiency of thoſe Fluids, which 

ould be mixed with the Aliment, for the pur- 
poſes of Concoction; and if this Diſeafe re · 
mains, it excoriates the whole internal Surface 
. bf the inteſtinal Canal, ralſes an Inflammation, 
and excites Convulſions, which frequently se 
caſion the Infant's Death. |

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On the firſt Approach thereſore, of this Diſ- 
eaſe, the predominent Acid is to be corrected, 
and carried off; for this Purpoſe, adminiſter 
proper Doſes of Teſtacea with Rhubarb, and 
gentle Aromatics. Let the Food be of the 
aſttiagent, and rather of the alkalecent Kind: 
the common Wafer - paper boiled in Water, and 
moderately ſweetened with double refined Sugar, 
of a little Poland-Starch, or Sea-buſcuits pre- 
pared in like Manner, with a little Chicken- 
water, at Intervals, is the beſt Form of Diet 
on theſe Occaſions, If the Diſeaſe is obſtinate, 
give a Grain of Ipecacuanha, with a little Mag- 
neſta, or Gaſcoign's Powder, and throw up an 
Ounce of Starch, or Wafer - paper, diſſolved in 
Rue- water; Anodynes are often highly neceſ- 
ſary; and the Spec. e ſcord. cu. op. may be 
ſometimes uſed to advantage; Hartſhorn, or 
Calves- foot Jelly, may be given as Food, or 
adminiſtered by Way of Gyſtes to compleat the 
Cure; and the Solution of candied Eryngo-root 
in Barley-water, is a very good reſtorative drink, 


Dentition. 


Dentition will in ſome Children, excite very 
painful and alarming Symptoms, to mitigate 
which, it may be neceſſary, to eaſe the Gum 
with a Lancet, if the Tooth appears to be near 
the Surface; otherwiſe, the Wound may cloſe 
over it, and by growing more Callous, renew, 
if not increaſe the Inconvenience. The Body 
ſhould always be kept Lax, and the Primæ- vie 
properly ſtrengthened, and guarded againſt the 
Accumulation of acid Cru lities. 7

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When the Inflammation in the Gum ſeems 
violent, and the FTeeth are not far cnough ad- 
vanced to be uncovered by the Lancet, à Bliſter 
may be ſerviceable, and a well ſaturated ſaline 
Mixture, with Magneſia may be given; to 
which may be added, if the Child is very fretful, 
and reſtleſs, a gentle anodyne.

In this Diſeaſe, the Bones are ſoftened, and 
as it were, melted down and ſuſceptible 
Impreſſion; conſequently, are ee diltorted, 
if the Cauſes are not removed: the bulbous Kx- 
tremities of the Wriſt and Ancle- bones are in- 
larged ; the Skull generally expanded ; the Di- 
geſtion and Appetite impaired ; and the Child 
is dull, heavys liftleſs, and averſe to Motion. 


The internal Parts, as the Liver particularly; 
are frequently over-grown in Proportion to t 
Body : the Radius and Ulna, the Tibia and Fi- 
bula, become bowed ; as ſometimes alſo, the 
Femur and os Humeri (the not fo frequently) 
will do. Some Authors aſcribe this Diſeaſe, to 
an Obſtruction of the Medulla Spinalis, and a 
Debility of the Nerves, ariſing therefrom. But 
moſt Writers are unanimous, in the Indications 
and Method of Cure. Few Children have this 
Affliction, but through the Negligence or Igno- | 
rance of their Nurſe; unleſs where it happens 
in Conſequence of long and enervating Diſ- 
eaſes. Air, Exerciſe, proper Diet, and neceſ- 

ary Evacuations, as they would always pre- 
vent, ſo they will contribute greatly to the Cure 
of this Diſtemper : to — which, Anti- 
acids and Abſorbents, neutral ſaline Mixtures, 
and the Cortex will be of Service ; but the moſt 
eſſential Thing, is the Cold Bath : a humid 
Regimen, is improper, the Diet ſhould be 
chiefly Jellies, fleſh Meats, and Vegetables ; 
the Drink Ale, or red Wine and Water, 


The Abdomen in this Diſeaſe commonly 
ſwells, and accumulates in the Paſſages, a pi- 
tuitous 
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tuitous and viſeid Phlegm, which affords a Ni- 
. the Production of numberleſs minute 

red from the s of ſimilar Infefts, 
ſwallowed by the n oe or other Ali- 
ment, and which the digeſtive Faculties of its 
Stomach, had not Power to deſtroy, or expel. 


Worms. 


Worms, are likewiſe produced and nouriſhed 
by the ſame Sort of vifeid Humour proceeding 
from other Cauſes, and are ſometimes, pro- 
ductive of troubleſome and alarming Symptoms; 

devour the Chyle, and finer Parts of the 
Aliment" ſwallowed, and thereby produce a 
Fever from Innanition; they ſometimes, perſo 
nate the Inteſtiges themſelves, and p a 
Mortification. 


To deſtroy theſe noxious Vermin, ſuch Me- 
dicines muſt be adminiſtered, as their Stomachs 
cannot digeſt; and ſuch Purges, as will diſ- 
lodge, and bring them away: the digeſtive 
Faculties muſt he reſtored, and ſtrengthened, 
and the Conſtitution in general braced. For 
the firſt Intention, Powders of th. Minerale 
with Rhubarb, or Mercur Alkalizat. in mode- 
rate Doſes, or an Apogem, made by boiling 
Quick ſilver in Water, and ſweetened with Ho- 
ney, may-be given. 'The ſecond will require, 
Purges of Jallap, Rhubarb, and Callomel ; 
aromatic Bitters, in ſmall Quantities, or the 

Extract of Bark, and the Cold-Bath, will an- 
ſwer the third Intention, and Compleat the Cure.

Cure; for tho' the Spaſms arg frequent, and diſtort 
the Features, and throw the whole Frame, in- 
to very awkward and ludicrous Agitations, they 
readily yield to the common nervous, and anti- 


ſpaſmodic Remedies ; which will be greatly aſ- 


iſted by the Addition of a little Bark: and the 
Cold-Bath, will in a ſhort. Time, compleat, 
and eſtabliſh the Cure, This is frequently the 
Conſequence of, or an Attendant upon the fare- 
going iſeaſe. ps Lal 4 .

N MT ERINES comprehend all 
Medicines ſuppoſed to be en- 
| U dowed with a Power of promo- 
ting. the Menſes; of cauſing 
Abortion, or aſſiſting Labour; 
"I and of ſupporting the Evacu- 


ations aſter Delivery; and may 


be divided into three Claſſes, Emmenagogues, 
Ariſtolochics, and Echbolics, or ſuch as expel 
the Menſes, the Lochia, or the Fruits of the 
Womb. A rv yy 


Emmenagogues are properly, thoſe which pro- 
mote the Secretion andExcretion of the menſtrual 
Blood : now the Secretion is from the whole Maſs 
of Blood into the uterine Veſſels; but the Excre- 
tion, is from the Womb, through the Veſſels 
adhering partly about its Orifice, partly within 
it, and partly from thoſe of the Vagina; both 


which are the Conſequence, of a Diſtenſion of 
thoſe Veſſels, from a Fullneſs of Blood; whereby 
they are ſo augmented in their Diameter, that 
by the Force of the Heart their Orifices are at 
* length 
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length dilated, and ſuffer an Eruption of 'red 
Blood. But when the Plethora is relieved, and 
the Force of the Heart abates, they contract 
themſelves again, and the Evacuation ceaſes, 
till by a freſh Accumulation of redundant Blood 
the Veſſels are again diſtended. | 


That the menſtrual Blood is propelled by the 
Force of the Heart, is evident from hence, that 
if the Placenta be ſeparated from the Uterus, the 
Feetus yet remaining in it, the Hzmorrbage un- 
leſs ſhe is ſpeedily delivered, occaſions the Wo- 
man's Death; the Uterus being ſo diſtended, 
that the Mouths of the bleeding. Veſſels cannot 
contract, and the Blood is urged by the Force 
of the Heart in a copious and unremitting 
Stream. | 


The Extremities of Arteries are divided into 
three Branches, whereof the middle one 
into a Vein, and the latteral ques. open one into 
a Gland, the other into a lymphatic Veſſel: 
the thicker Blood, is therefore, conveyed by the 
firſt to the Vein, while the latteral Branches 
which are extremely fine, admit only the Lymph 
or colourleſs, Parts of the Blood: but being in 
common with the whole yalcuſar Syſtem capa- 
ble of Diſtenſion from various Cauſes will oc- 
caſionally admit the red Globules to flow through 
them ; which may ariſe from a Plethora, either 
exciting an ObſtruQion in the Veius, or a mare 
powerful Action, or Reſiſtance. in the Sides of 
the Arteries ; thoſe Branches being conſtructed 
of very delicate Fibres, and having little, or no 
Reſiſtance at their Extremities. Thus the Tu- 


nica-Albuginea of the Eye, in which naturally 
pe no 
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no Veſſels are conſpicuous, will in Caſes of In- 
flammation, or obſtruction, ſhew an infinite 
Number of Veſſels loaded with red Blood. So 


alſo in the Uterus, the lymphatic Veſſels, or 


lateral 8 of ſmall Arteries which 1 
into its Cavity, being preturnaturally diſtended, 
will ſuffer an Efuſion of red Blood; as appears 
evident from the Flowing of the Lochiæ, which 
8 the Veſſels contract gradually looſe their red 
olour. | _ 


Three Things are neceflary to Menſtruation 
in an healthy Woman; firſt, a Plethora ; ſe- 
condly, a Determination of the ſuperfluous Blood 
to the Womb, as the leſs reſiſting Part; and 
thirdly, a Fitneſs of the Uterine Veſſels for Ex- 
cretion. Whence Emmenagogues may alſo be 
reduced to three Claſſes; of which, the firſt 
contain thoſe that cauſe a Plethora; the ſecond, 
thoſe which determine it to the Womb; and 


the third containing, apetient, uterine Topics. 


Whoever therefore, would relieve a Suppreſ- 
ſion of the Menſes, ought firſt to inquire, 
whether there is Matter to be excreted, or 
whether, there is any Superfluity of Blood, for 
if this is wanting, the Medicines of the ſecond 
and third Claſs will do more harm than good. 


A Plethora is produced, firſt, by every Me- 
dicine, which cauſes more Chyle to be received 
iuto the Veins from the Aliment, by the Power 
of the firſt Bowels, than is required for the In- 
ereaſe and Nouriſhment, or to repair the Loſs of 
the Body : ſecondly, by every Medicine, which 
ſo ſtrengthens and a the ſecond Bowels, 
that they turn the Chyle into Blood ; and ir 
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ly, by the Removal of Cauſes, which attenuats 
and diſſipate the collected Blood. We have 
therefore, three different Kinds of Medicines, 
comprized under the firſt Claſs of Emmenago- 
gues, the firſt of which are, thoſe which increaſe 
the Force of the firſt Bowels, or thoſe appropri- 
ated to Chylification: in which alſo, are to 
be enumerated, thoſe which diſſolve the ſlug- 


giſh Fœces; and thoſe which purge them out 
when diſſolved, by a Stimulus. 


We know that the whole inteſtinal Canal 
is lined with a certain Mucus, to lubricate the 
Paſſage, and defend their fine internal Mem- 
brane from the irritable Matter of the Aliment. 
If this Mucus is too thick and adhæſive, it ob- 
ſtructs the Orifices of the Veſſels, and hinders 
the Paſſage of the Chyle into the Lacteals: 
whence ariſes an Inanition, or Atrophy, which 
is the Reverſe of a Plethora; therefore ſuch a 
Mueus is to be diſſolved and expelled, before 
any Thing can be attempted towards increaſing, 
the Force of the firſt Viſcera. | 


This Mucus may be diflolved by any of the 
aromatic or ſœtid Gums, called Uterines; 
which being viſcid and ſaponaceous, adhere to 
and mix with the Pituitz, and diſſolve it, and 
at the ſame Time ſtimulate and promote its Ex- 
pulſion. Therefore, Gum Ammoniacum, 
Bdellium, Galbanum, Myrrh, Saggapenum, 
and Opoponax, are by all called Uterines; as 
they are eaſily diſſolved by the Heat of the Body, 
and while they remain in that State of Solution, 
their aromatic or acrid Particles exhale, and 


gently ſtimulate and deterge the Viſcera, They 
do 
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do not act however, by any power directly ap; 
ropriated to the Womb; but by their attenu- 

ating, or diſſolving Quality, being ſaponaceous, 

aromatic and friendly to the Nerves. | 


We muſt therefore, to relieve a Woman 
whoſe Menſes are ſuppreſſed for Want of the re- 
* Plethora, firſt adminiſter thoſe fœtid 
ums; which will be uſeful in all hypochon- 
driac and hyſteric Patients, by diſſolving and 
diſcharging that Mucus, which by obſtructing 
the Orifices of the lacteal Veſſels, deprives the 
Body of its due Nouriſhment. All alkaline, 
or other fixed Salts, may produce alſo the ſame 
Effects; and have beſides this Peculiarity, that 
they ſoon paſs off. To this Claſs alſo belong, 
compound fixed Salts, as Borax, Sal Ammo- 
niacum, vitriolic Tartar, Sal Polychreſtum, 
&c. therefore a Solution of either of theſe 
Solts, either in Rue, Pennyroyal, or com- 
mon Water, would be uſeful to take after the 
Gum Pills. All Volatile Alkaline Salts, and 
Spirits; and all Soaps whatſoever are very 
powerful Attenuants ; for they approach to the 
Nature of Gums, and being capable of mixing 
and uniting with the Fluids of the Body, are of 
treat Efficacy in promoting the Menſes, and 
dilolving the viſcid Mucus of the Inteſtines. 


Theſe are deterfives of the fuſt Paſſages; but 
more powerful ones are ſometimes required, to 
expel the diſſolved Mucus ; ſuch as Aloes, Rhu- 
barb, Colloquintida, Jallap, and above all 
white Bryony; which have acquired the Name 
of Uterines from their Effects, as they at the 
ſame Time diſſolve and * Thus to expel 

PER OT» On : * 
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the diſſolved Pituitz, either of the above Put- 
gatives may be uſed ſingly, or blended with each 
other, according to the Stimulus required, 
We are next to conſider, what gives a greater 
Force to the Bowels, to enable them to make 
good Chyle, and propel it into the Lacteals; 
which is to be done by ſtrengthening the Righ 
dity of their Fibres. Theſe are in general Al- 
tringents : as, in the firſt Place, Steel, which 
to be ſerviceable, muſt be adminiſtered in ſuck 
a Form, as not to mix with the Blood, but to 
act on the Solids only. It's Uſe. is therefore 
more neceſſary and profitable where a due Ri- 
gidity of the Bowels is wanting, and there is 
an Abundance of Pituitz ; and particularly if 
an Acid abounds; then it may be taken in 
Subſtance, or Fileings; but if a luggiſh and 
not acid Mucus predominates, the Steel ſhould 
be given in Rheniſh Wine, or Vinegar. | 


And ſecondly, for this Intention the Peruvian- 
Bark is a very powerful Remedy, and claims 

the next Place to Steel : thirdly, Rhubarb : 
fourthly, the Tamarifk Bark; and indeed for 
this Intention, the moſt powerful Aſtringents 
in a proper Degree, may become Emmena- 
gogues, be ing adminiſtered to correct, or carry 
off that Species of Humour, which chiefly pre- 
vails in the firſt Paſſages, 


If an Acid predominates, it may be known 
by an Appetite to improper and unuſual Things; 
ſower Eructations, Gripes, with a Senſation, of 
Cold, &e. in which Caſe, Steel may be blended. 
With Extract of Bark and Rhubarb ; but Steel 
where 
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where no Acid abounds generally excites An- 
guiſhes, V omitings Gripes, and Diarrheas ; 
or not being diſſolved, it acts only as a Stimu- 
Jus; therefore in ſuch Cafes it would be more 
advantageouſly adminiſtered with the Cortex, 
infuſed in any ſubacid Wine. To this Class 
alſo, belong thoſe warm and ſtimulating Aro- 
matics, which afford a great dea) of acrid Oil 
by Diſtillation ;.as Savin, Rue, Roſemary, Pen- 
nyroyal, Marjoram, Feverſew, and the like. 


The ſecond Kind of Medicines cauſing a 
Plethora, are thoſe which increaſe the blood- 
making Power, in the Heart and Blood Veſſels; 
which Power, is in fact, no other, than the 
oſcillatory Forces of the Veſſels 3 which will be 
naturally encreaſed, by promoting the Power of 
Chylification, which is effected by cleanſing the 
firſt Paſſages, and n the digeſtive 
Faculties. Air and Exerciſe muſt however 
co- operate with Medicine in this Intention. 
The third Kind of the ſaid Medicines, includes 
thoſe whigh hinder the too great Conſumption 
of the collected Blood; therefore, a too.copi- 
ous Perſpiration is to be avoided. | 


The ſecond Claſs of Emmenagogues, .con- 
tains thoſe which determine the plethoric Blood 
to the Womb : and ſuch are, all that diminiſh 
the Reſiſtance in the uterine Veſſels, and at the 
ſame Time increaſe it in the others; the Re- 
ſiſtance in the uterine Veſſels is diminiſhed two 
Ways: firſt, by relaxing thoſe Veſſels; ſecond- 

, - accellerating the Reflux of the Blood 
from the lower Veins towards the Heart. This 
Claſs of Medicines may therefore, be divided 

| into 
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into two Kinds; firſt, thoſe which relax the 
_ uterine Veſſels; as a warm Beth as high as the 
Navel; or, any external Heat applied to the 
Jower Parts; or, Ointments which conſiſt of 
fat, oily, and ſaline Aromatics, applied to the 
Feet, Legs, or Groins ; or, oa and warm- 
ing Plaiſters prepared of the foetid Gums; which 
relax the Veſſels, 'and at the ſame Time, re- 
ftrain the perſpirable Humours,' and excite a 
eater Heat under the Form of a continual 
Bath : ſecondly, thoſe which accellerate the 
"reflux of the Blood; which indeed is only to be 
effected by Friction or Exerciſe, as rubbing the 
Feet, Legs, and Thighs, for half an Hour, 
every Morning and Evening with a Fleſh-bruſh, 
or warm Cloth: moderate Walking, Riding, 
or Dancing. Therefore in this Caſe, Exercife 
is Medicine, and promotes the Reflux of the 
Menſes, by removing the Reſiſtance in the 
"Veins: for when this is removed, the Blood 
flows in a greater Quantity to thoſe Parts; 
whence there is a greater Preſſure of the Blood 
into the lateral Veſſels, and hence follows the 
Excretion of it. The third Claſs of Emmena- 
gogues therefore, or thoſe which diſpoſe the 
| uterine Veſſels to this Excretion, includes only 
the ſame Kind of Baths, Fomentations, and 
Exerciſe, above recited, more powerfully, and 
frequently exerted. | | 


Hence it appears, that Ariſtolochics, are Ute- 
rines of the third Claſs; for there a Plethora is 
ſuppoſed to be already preſent, and alſo a De- 
termination to the Womb otherwiſe, there is 
no Occaſion to move the Lochiz. Ecbolics, 
are onlv the more powerful Medicines * 

ame 
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Tame Claſs; which might perhaps, be ſtrengthen- 
ed by the Addition of Sternutatories. Abortives, 
are th6ſe which open the Womb, and expel the 
Feetus and Placenta; as firſt, too great a Quan- 
tity of Blood; ſecondly, all that determine 
ſtrongly to; and thirdly, all which powerfully 
conſtringe the Womb. Rs; 


- Orv, in many uterine Caſes, particularly 


the Pains ariſing from the Contraction of the | 


Uterus after Delivery, is a Medicine of great 
Power and Efficacy. According to Mead, the 
Virtues of Opium are owing to à volatile alka- 
line Salt, intimately mixed and combined, with 
an oily, ſulphurevus Subſtance: the Effects of 
which are to be conſidered; firſt upon the Sto- 
mach; and then upon the arterial Fluid itſelf, 
After it has paſſed the Prime-viz. | 


An agreeable Senſation in the Stomach, and 

a moderate Diſtenſion of its Membranes, is an 
Excitement to Sleep; the one of theſe engages 
the Mind, the other acts on the Body: for a 
pleaſing Senſation, inclines the Mind to Reſt, 
by diverting its Attention from external Ob- 
jects; and the fullneſs of the Veſſels in the 
Brain, in ſome meaſure, impedes the Derivation 
of the nervous Juices into the Organs, &c. 
Opium ſupplies all thoſe agreeable Senſations, 
which are obſerved to follow upon that grateful 
Senſe in the Stomach, ariſing from a moderate 
Fullneſs. No Bodies being fo fit and able, to 
affect our ſenſile Membranes pleaſingly, as thoſe 
which conſiſt of volatile Parts, the Activity of 
which are tempered and allayed, by the Smooth- 
neſs of ſome lubricating and oily Particles; 
| which

which by lightly rarefying the Juices of the 
— and cauſing a pleaſing Tittilation of 
its nervous Coat, enduces an agreeable. Pleni- 
tude, and entertains the Mind with Ideas of 
Satisfaction and Delight. Hence the Mecha- 
aiſm whereon the other Virtues of Opium in 
— Pains, checking immoderate Evacuations, 
&c. depend, are eaſily explained : for the Mind 
being taken up with a pleaſing Senſe, is divert- 
ed from a dilagreeable one; and all Pain being 
attended with a' Contraction of the Part, that 
Relaxation of the Fibres which it cauſes, eludes 
and deſtroys, the Force of the Stimulus. And 
as in all immoderate Secretions, there is alſe 
moſt commonly, an Irritation of the ans, 
the Removal of that Irritation, will in like 


ner, abate the Diſcharge. 


Theſe Effects will all be heighthened by the 
Mixture of the Opiate Particles on the Blood ʒ 
which being rarefied, diſtend it's Veſſels, par- 
ticularly thoſe of the Brain ; which alſo, Mill in 
a greater Degree, leſſens the Influx of the ner- 
vous Fluid to the Parts, by compreſling the 
little Tubuli, or Canals through which it is de- 
rived. Thus Opiates act, by relaxing the Fi- 
bres, and heating and rarefying the Fluids; and 
8 by this ſame Property, whereby they take off 

Cramps in the Nerves, they may relieve Excre- 
tions depending upon them; and will very often 
happily promote the natural Diſcharges, when 
they are unſeaſonably interrupted by violent 
Contractions. Thus Opiates in nephritic Pains, 
move the Urine ſtoped by Gravel and Stone; 
and in uterine Caſes, aſſiſt Nature, in propel- 
ling the Menſes, the Fœtus, and Wann 
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- Mosx, though not ſo powerful a narcotic, 
acts on nearly the ſame Principles; and if given 
m ſufficient Doſes, will procure Sleep as well as 
Opium : it relaxes the Solids, and expands and 
attenuates the Fluids making them conſequently 
more fit for Circulation, in the minuter Veſſels. 
Muſk, and other Perfumes of the ſame Tribe, 
have been long celebrated as excellent Anti- 
aſmodics; but are uſually ordered in too ſmall 
uantities, to anſwer the Intention. "The Chi- 
neſe who are much better acquainted than us, 
with the Nature and Uſe of this excellent Drug, 
adminiſter it in much larger Quantities ; the 
uſual Doſe among them, being the tenth Part 

of an Ounce, 


Antiſpaſmodics, are Remedies of the moſt ex- 
tenſive Uſe; and Muſk is one of the moſt 
werful Drugs of this Claſs: the ſubſultus 
endinum ; the convulſive Hiecough; the Hyſ- 
teric Commotions, and the Fits of Children, 
may often be cured by it: but like the Bark, it 
uires a given Quantity to be taken in a given 
Time. It is not to be imagined however, that 
where the Spaſm proceeds from any Stimulus 
fixed in a certain Part, that this, or any other 
Medicine, can abſolutely cure the Convulſion, 
if the Cauſe is not removed; yet it will in ſuch 
caſes generally alleviate the Symptoms, and 
given Time for other Medicines, 


To produce any material Effect, it ſnould be 


adminiſtered to ten Grains, or upwards, at a 
Doſe; and never fails to produce a mild Dia- 
phoreſis without heating, or giving the Patient 
any uneaſineſs; after the ſweat breaks out, the Pa- 


tient 
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tient commonly falls into a ſweet refreſhing 
Sleep. And when thus taken though the ſweat 
it procures is very copious, and ſeldom goes off 
under thirty or forty Hours ; it gives not much 
Fatigue, as it procures an eaſy Sleep, and at the 
ſame Time, recruits the Spirits. 


In theſe Reſpects, the Operation of Muſk, 
much reſembles that of Opium ; but is in this 
much preferable, that it leaves not behind it 
any Stupor, which the latter often does; it is 
therefore likely* to anſwer, in thoſe low Caſes, 
where Sleep is much wanted, and Opiates are 
improper. It is beſt always to give it in a Bo- 
lus, as in that Form, the Perfume is not near fo 
ſtrong as in any other : indeed when given in a 
large Quantity, it is rather Fœtid than Fra- 
grant; and there are few hyſterical Perſons, 
how averſe ſoever to Perfumes, but may take it 
in that Form without Inconvenience,
